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Hitler — Angel of Peace? 


THE truth about the assault upon the German Jews now 
stands revealed in all its gravity. Some indifferentists or 
cynics may have thought to dismiss it as an isolated act of 
‘domestic policy with which other peoples had nothing to do and 
which was to be ignored in the interests of peace. German 
‘Jewry, in the Bismarckian phrase, was not worth the bones of 
a single Grenadier. These critics now know better, and the 
nations know better. Gradually the real picture is emerging 
to view, and is filling the world with consternation. The 
smashing of German Jewry is now seen to be only one 
part of a reckless policy that threatens everything the modern 
mind holds sacred. The Jew is oppressed not only because 
he is a Jew but because his very existence is a denial of the 
demoniacal cult which has swept the Reich like a medieval 
plague. It is a creed of racial self-sufficiency and hatred of all 
other elements. There is no place in it, therefore, for the Jew, 
It is a system cruel and derisive of humanity and mercy. 
There is no pity for the Jew. It is a disinterment and revival 
of primitive barbarism. There is no appeal, for the Jew, to 
modern standards. It is the new-old mentality of the Nazi 
oppressors, not its manifestation towards the Jews, that now 
confronts’ us all as the real and major problem, like a spectre 
‘from a dead past. The Jewish question is now merged in a far 
‘more tremendous problem—the problem of a people that has 
thrown down a challenge to all the principles by which mankind 
was feeling its way to a better and nobler era. 

A great gulf yawns between them and the Nazi dogmas and 
methods. It is a case of Nazi contra mundum. Hitlerism has 
stood for brute force, at home against Jews and abroad against 
foreign peoples. It cannot be reconciled with the world's 
painful groping for the road to international co-operation, 
through the imstrumentality of a League of Nations. The 
freedom of the individual and the elementary duty of the Govern- 
ment to ensure it are fundamental in every modern polity. But 
discrimination against whole sections and the trampling of their 
liberties in the mire have been the very breath of the being of the 
Hitlerite oppression. To the Nazi, the State has been a demi-god 
bound by no considerations of moralitysand justice, a Moloch to 
which, as VON PAPEN proclaims, the youth are to be sacrificed, 
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A great abyss separates him from the democracies grounded in 
the inalienable liberty of the citizen and his right to control his 
own destiny. The wor!d still clings to religion and the ethical 
principles that are common to all creéds. The Hitlerists 
despite Von PAPEN's hypocritical complaint, in the Erening 
Standard, that the Socialists had checked the teaching of 
religion in the schools—have known no God but their own race, 
no aim save the glory of conquest, no golden rule, no regard for 
divine teaching. ~ See,” cried the Bavarian Minister of the 
Interior, to the Burgomasters who had come to greet him, that 
you behave with brutality and complete absence of consideration 
when it is a question of clearing away the abomination of the 
past. Therein is expressed the division that has separated the 
German regime from other lands. 

In the Reichstag last Wednesday, Herr IIIT LE appeared 
in the unaccustomed role of an angel of peace, chanting hymns 
of kindliness to a uniformed and be-pistolled audience, His 
seweet-reasonable strains mingled all with the echoes of Von 
PAPEN'S gory oratory and HITLER'S: own earlier odes to force, 
But their sincerity can be easily tested. Will he apply to 


German Jews, too, his protest against the degradation of a 
great people to a nation of second-class"? ~ Young Germany,” 


he tells us, is animated by the deepest. understanding for 
similar feeling, as well as justifiable claims to life, by other 
peoples.” Has not German Jewry a justifiable claim to life” ? 
“Germany wants nothing that she is not ready to give to 
others.” She asks for the same rights for all.“ What abou! 
the Jews? A new war, he declares, would be madness.“ 
What of the ferocious war still waged against the Jew? In short, 
is HITLER S new role ot proace angel a diplomati¢é disgutse, or does 
the messenger ol peace mean peace at home as well as abroad, 
peace for the Jew as well as for the non-Jew ? 

We have every sympathy with the Statesmen who are 
seeking desperately to reheve the tension in Europe. We 
appreciate their difficulties.

It can 
breed nothing but continued resistance, friction and embitter- 
ment the whole world over, and make a mockery of conferences 
and treaties. As the Observer said, with only too much truth, 
last Sunday, until the whole Swastika spirit is altered 
there will be no ease in Europe.“ We ask, in plain 
language, that the cessation of the anti-Jewish savagery be made 
an essential of any understanding with Germany, whether 
by the extension of the Minorities agreements to all nations, 
or by some other means. It is a demand based not only on 
elementary justice but on irrefragable reasoning. And it isa 
demand which is justified out of the mouth of HITLER himself. 
In his speech, which we have already quoted, he used these 
words: 

“It is not wise to rob peoples of the economic possibility of exist- 


ence without taking into account the fact that human beings demand 
the right to live. 


The idea of rendering service to other peoples by destroying 
economically a people of sixty-five millions is so absurd that nobody 
can dare openly to champion it to-day.” : 

It is HITLER himself who champions the idea of rendering 
service to other people by destroying economically a Community 
of half-a-million. Jews, too, demand the right to live!”

Hebrew as a Living Language. 

So much pride istaken in the revival of the Hebrew tongue, and 
so Vitalis that revival to the highest Jewish causes, that it myst 
have come as a suprise to our readers last week to learn that the 
chad Ifx’am+Lectureship in Modern Hebrew, which has been 
maintained for twelve at the School of Oriental Studies, 
is in danger of being discontinued. The reason is not to be 
found in lack of eager students but in shortness of funds. Yet 
the Lectureship necessitates the provision of only £500 a year. 
No doubt the existing depression is at the bottom of the difficulty, 
but we would ask the Community to consider whether so small « 
sum as that mentioned is really an impossible effort even in times 
like the present. The Lectureship is essentially constructive in 
By assisting to make Hebrew a living language, it is 
helping to make Palestine a living centvé.for modern Jewry. Our 
language is the master-key to our enfranchisement. The more 
Hebrew is the medium of our day-to-day existence the more wil! 
Jewish Palestine take on the quality of reality and the new Restorz- 
tion be promoted and advanced. There is, as we have said, a keen 
desire for tuition, When, recently, the Spanish and Portuguese 
Congregation announced the institution of classes in modern 
Hebrew, there was an immediate demand for places, which bad 
largely to go unsatisfied because the classes were limited to those 
ilirectly connected with the Congregation. The London County 
Council, again, has found itself justified in forming classes for 
Modern Hebrew. The Tarbut, too, has made provision for instrue- 
tion. Admirable though these steps be, they cannot do full justice 
to a movement which is of capital importance to our people. Al! 
the more urgent, therefore, is it that the Achad Ha’am Lectureship 
~——created in memory of a great Jew, whose message was never morc 
timely than it is to-day—should not be allowed to lapse. Sir E. 
Denison Ross, the distinguished Director of the School of Oriental 
Studies, pleaded, in the interview with him which was published in 
THE JEWISH CHRONICLE last week, for the permanent cndowment of 
the Lectureship. That is the true goal which we should set ourselves.

Doctor—or Patient ? 


HE Synagogue Elections are due shortly. If they are as arid 
and barren as their predecessors, they will not make much 
communal history. Yet, outside fruitless and ill-attended 
gatherings, if there is one distinguishable note in the periodical 
lamentations over the decline of our communal fortunes it is— 
Can we save the Synagogue ? ”’

Occasionally comes an alternate 
chant— Can the Synagogue save us? It is a carious sort of 
antiphony which seems, at first sight, to confuse the patient with 
the doctor, or rather to envisage them as peculiar entities capable of 
changing réles in the communal sick-room. Perhaps the confusion 
of identities is symptomatic of our collective bewilderment of mind 
and infirmity of purpose. Or mavbe there lurks in it, somewhere. 
n golden grain of good counsel. 


If is worth while pursuing the 
matter a little further. 


ONSLDER first the question: Can we save the Synagogue’ Itis 
an old question, recalling a hundred controversies. Around it 
has raged the perennial battle between Traditionalism and Reform. 
And the question has stillfound no answer. Nobody has discovered 
any sovereign specific for saving the Synagogue. Some clamour for 
better sermons, without being able to provide them. Others demand 
more religious education. But the hold of the Synagogue grows 
weaker and weaker, its congregations become fewer and fewer in 
number, and its influence in Jewish life grows steadily less. We 
may save the Synagogue some day. Things that now we wot not of 
may bring to day it seems singularly helpless 
against inimical forces of overwhelming power, and whence and how 
the salvation will come it would puzzle most of usto say. The 
Synagogue is emphatically the patient in our communal w ards. As 
un institution, it seems very sick. 


Can it change places with the doctor? In other words, instead of 

the Community troubling about healing the Synagogue, can we 
reasonably summon the Synagogue tosalve the Community? There 
are some who are convinced that the miracle is feasible. Indeed, 
they have proclaimed their faith with no little insistence, and have 
gone to the length of giving practical shape to their belief—-I am 
referring to the schemes which have been propounded in America by 
Judge Horace Stern and Dr. Cyrus Adler. The plans have not only 
been the subjects of widespread discussion by American Jewish 
organisations, but seem to have secured the approval, in Dr. Adler's 
case, of the Conservative wing of religious thought, and, in the case 
of Judge Stern's proposal, of the Liberal wing, too. Judge Stern is 
a distinguished Reformer and Dr. Adler a leading Traditionalist, and 
when they not only write but carry their respective followers with 
them, in the pursuit of a common ideal, we are at least in sight 
of that greater co-operation between, the two schools of Jewish 
religious thought which some people believe is essential to any 
healthy progress. 


salvation. 


Briefly, their scheme is to make the Synagogue 
what it was once, not merely a place of daily, weekly or annual 
prayer, but the home of communal activity and the nerve centre of 
Jewish life. Much the same notion was expressed by Dr. Brodetsky 
and Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., at the recent Problems of Youth Con- 
ference. Dr. Brodetsky. it will be remembered, suggested the 
creation of a number of rallying centres for Youth, and proposed 
that these should be attached to Synagogues, or, rather, as he added, 
that the Synagogues should be attached to them. Mr. Laski's plan, 
again, was to make the Synagogue the focal point of Jewish life. 
But to come back to the American scheme, Judge Stern holds that 
the carrying on of communal activities within the Synagogue 
would tend to give them a direct religious sanction. It would 
emphasise Judaism as the vital force of Jewish life, bring about, the 
maint-nance of a healthy interest in the Synagogue, especially on 
the part of the young, be a visible and continuous justification of 
the Synagogue in their eyes, and, on the whole, bring organised 
religion into better accord with the spirit of the age in which we 
live.“ 

CCORDINGLY, the suggestion is that Synagogue congregations 


should divide themselves up into groups, each of them charged 
with specific functions. One group would devote itself to charitable 


work, another to the support of nation-wide educational activities, 


n third to the assistance of religious seminaries. In addition, 
there would be other sections that would concern themselves with 
relief work among Jews abroad, the Palestine movement and the 
defence of Jewish rights. Every member of a Synagogue and, as 
far as possible, every adult in his family, would be requested to 
“join up.” The result would be that every Jewish cause would 
be represented by a group in each Synagogue throughout 
the country. It is obvious that, given the success of the plan in 
practice, a considerable tightening up and strengthening of the 
communal machinery might eventuate, and a great impulse be given 
to Jewish endeavour. As Judge Stern puts it, there would bea 
healthy congregational rivalry in the pursuit of definite achieve- 
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ments. Every member of a Synagogue would align himself with at 
least one subject of Jewish interest and, instead of the confused, 
haphazard and unequal distribution of Jewish work, there would be 
a systematic and orderly organisation with every member of the 
Synagogue participating in some measure. Moreover, cach institu- 
tion would have, in such synagogal groups, nuclei or cells of 
permanent organisation for co-operative purposes. The members of 
the Synagogue would take more interest in Jewish work if givena 
definite part and a definite responsibility in regard to a specific 
cause. The of the Community would become better 
educated as to Jewish needs and problems. The aspiration and 
natural desire ofYouth to express religion in actual deeds and with 

concrete results would be satisfied. In a word, the Synagogue would 
be restored to its natural and deserved primacy as the centre from 

which would emanate all worthy communal work, and the sanct ion

In most provincial places the “position of the Jews remains 
precarious. In Upper Silesia their treatment is still outrageous. 
At Darmstadt they had a repetition of the cruelties and humiliations 
which had recently befallen the Jews in Chemnitz. There, too, 
they were driven along the streets and compelled to clean from the 
walls the election posters of the non-Nazi parties. 

About thirty Jewish merchants were detained in Chemnitz at 
the beginning of March and they are now in a concentration camp 
in Saxony. The authorities refuse to release them, although no 
charges have been formulated against them. 

Among the latest Jewish victims who have met their death 
af the hands of the Nazis is Herr Goldschmidt of Koenigsberg. 
Generally speaking, the Jews in Hamburg and Cologne are now 
suffering much less than in other places. This is due to the fact 
that the rulers appointed by the Nazis in these cities belong to the 
old Prussian Junker families who dislike the Jews, but who regard 
it as beneath the dignity of German officials to devote their entire 
atfention to-Anti-Semitism. 

Mme. Eisner, the widow of Kurt Eisner, who was the first 
Premier of Bavaria after the revolution which followed the War. 
has been arrested on a charge of having allowed “ Marxists" to 
conduct propaganda at her residence.

More Suicides. 

Frau Nelly Neppach, a Jewish tennis player, who in 1925 won 
the Women's Singles championship of Germany, has committed 
suicide by poisoning. | 

Ernst Katz,a well-known Banker, and his wife, who was the 
daughter of ex-Chancellor Scheidmann, have committed suicide in 
Berlin. 

The authorities are doing all in their power to prevent the 
spreading of news about murdered Jews and Jewish suicides. In 
some cases Jews who had been murdered by Nazis have been 
buried at non-Jewish cemeteries in order to hush up the murders. 
The Jewish Burial Society has also received strict orders not to 
divulge any information regarding murdered Jews or Jewish 
suicides. 

Anti-Semitic students have continually created trouble for the 
Jewish medical students by refusing to permit them to dissect non- 
Jewish corpses. Jewish students in many countries have experi- 
‘enced great difficulty in obtaining corpses for dissection on account 
of the religious objections of Jews to supplying Jewish corpses for 
dissection. Now, however, the Nazis have solved the problem. They 
have almost ceased to send corpses of non-Jews to the Medical

The big shoe firm Leiser, which has branches allover Germany, 
as well as in other countries, is controlled by Emil Klausner, a Jew, 
who is a Swiss subject. When he was notified from Berlin that his 
num had been ordered to dismiss all Jews from his employment, he 
immediately went to Berlin to lodge an objection, and insisted that 
those Jews who had been dismissed by the Nazi cell which had beer 
established in the business must be reinstated, contending that the 
Nazis. could not compel a firm controlled by foreign capital ‘to 
discriminate against a particular class of its employees. The Nazi 
cell retaliated by ordering all the non-Jewish employees to leave 
The Jewish employees feared to continue there alone: 
They are all German citizens, they told Herr Klausner, and they are 
afraid of Nazi revenge. Herr Klausner then decided to give 250 of 
his Jewish employees 3,000 marks each as compensation (ignoring 
the Nazi order that Jews are to be dismissed without notice ov com. 
pensation) and to transfer 50 of the older Jewish employees to his 
shops in Switzerland. He has also lodged a complaint with the 
Swiss Government. At the moment the situation is that the Nazi 
commissioner placed in charge of the business has refused to 
sanction the payment of compensation to the Jewish employees out 
of the funds of the business. Herr Klausner points out that six 
months’ salary is the usual compensation in Germany for honourably 
discharged employees with long service, and there is a likelihood 
that he will contest the case in the German courts. 

Shares held by Jews in banks or other firms will be ome 
valueless under a project which is now being considered by the 
Government to establish such control over share-holding corpora- 
tions as to make them safe from Jewish control and Jewish influence. 
Oscar Wassermann, the head of the great Deutsche Bank, was not 
üble to preside at last weeks meeting of the bank, the ostensible 
reason being that if was due to his state of health. It is learnt, 
however, that he had been told that he must never again preside at 
any meetings of the Board of Directors, because he is a Jew. 


The Anti-German Boycott Works. 


The German industrialists are beginning to feel the effects of 
the boyeott movement against German goods in all parts of the 
world. They have already submitted a memorandum to the Govern- 
ment, drawing attention to the heavy withdrawals of orders for 
German goods in April. The memorandum stated that foreigu 
orders showed an alarming decrease and that the German factories 
and shipping companies were severely hit by the boycott movement. 

Official trade statistics show that the balance of German exports 
over imports has dropped from 423,400,000 during the first quarter of 
1932 to £11,300,000 for the first quarter of this year, a depreciation 
of well over 50 per cent. 

Herr Hugenberg, the Minister of Crisis, has ordered the dismissal 
of Kurt Sobernheim, brother of the dismissed Professor Moritz 
Sobernheim, and President of the German-Jewish Federation of 
Communities, from the Supervisory Board of the Commerzprivatbank 
and the Zentralbodenkreditanstalt, two of the largest and most 
important banks in Germany. 

The Minister of Education, Dr. Rust, has ordered the retire- 
ment of Jacob Wassermann, Franz Werfel, Alfred Doeblin, Ludwig 
Fulda and Alfred Mombert, all the Jews who were members of the 
Prussian Academy of Literature. 

The police have arrested the Secretary of the Berlin office of the 
Vilna Yiddish Scientific Institute, Herr Meiselisch, whois a Staaten- 
los Jew. He was charged with having sent a news telegram to the 
London office of the JEWISH MORNING JouRNAL of New York which 
was of an insulting character to the German Government. The 
JEWISH MORNING JOURNAL states that the telegram sent by Here

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Meiselisch contained only information published by the German 
Press and made no comments. The American Ambassador has 
intervened and Herr Meiselisch has now been released. 

The Government has recalled two diplomatic representatives in 
Latvia on account of their Jewish origin. They are Herr Zerlin the 
German Minister in Latvia, and Herr Seligmann, the German 
c‘onsul-General in Libau. 

Jacob Schapiro and Dr. Sackin, his brother-in-law. owners of a 
real estate firm in Berlin with a capital amounting to millions of 
marks, both of them Staatenlos, have been arrested on the charge 
that their books were not being properly kept. The Nazi pap rs, 
especially Dr. Goe bels“ organ, the ANGRUIFF, are trying to make it 
appe it that they have swindied their customers of more than eleven 
million marks. Nothing was known of this till last March. the Nazi 
Press says, because the Nazi Government is more vigilant in hunting 
out Jewish swindlers than were the previous Governments. ‘The 
properties of the two arrested men will no doubt be confiscated. on 
the pretext of repaying their alleged victims. 

Last Friday the activity of the great Jewish publishing house 
Ullstein, which publishes the Vosstsenn Zeiruna and many other 
newspapers, was completely paralysed by a protest strike against 
the non-fulfilment of the demand for the dismissal of Jewish 
employees.” All Jewish editors employed by the firm have since 


_ been dismissed. Fourteen branches of a great fixed-price store 


organisation, “Epa,” were closed the previous day because the 
employees went on strike in protest “ against the Jewish manage 
ment“ of the concern, whose resignation was demanded by placards 
posted in the stores’ own windows. 
Ludwig Freudenheim and Heinrich Bauer, directors of the 


_ Berlin Steam Mill Company, have been taken into preventive custody 


on the charge of defrauding the German Corn Trade Company. The 
Gierman Corn Trade Company bought large quantities of good grain 
for the Government, it is alleged, which it stored in the Berlin Steam 
Mills, and inferior grain was there substituted, causing heavy losses 
to the State. 

Professor Max Neisser, the bacteriologist, a pupil and collabor 
ator of the great Ehrlich, the Nobel-Prizeman who discovered 
salvarsan, has resigned his Professorship at Frankfort Universit, 
lle is famous for his work on cancer and diphtheria. Profess 
Neisser, who is sixty-four, has been Professor at Frankfort since 
1914, and was therefore exempt from the regulations under which 
Jews are being dismissed from their posts. 


Eliminating Jewis Doctors. 


As far as they were in public employment Jewish doctors have 
already been eliminated, but their private ,practices cannot be 
interfered with except by their exc \usion from panel practice, which 
for many of them would mean the virtual loss of their livelihoods. 
Doctors are therefore receiving from the medical associations which 
have now come under Nazi contro! forms containing about 150 
questions. They have to return the names, professions, dwelling 
place and dates of the birth, marriage, and death of their parents 
and grandparents, and of the parents and grandparents of their 
wives; to state their own and their wives “racial membership’ 
(Arvan or German, Jewish or other alien origin) as well as that of 
their own and their wives’ parents and grandparents; and to state 
whether they have ever been active in the Communist or Socialist 
cause, what they did in the War, and whether their fathers or sons 
fellin the War.

tion“ Front Fighter, which saves Jews from expulsion from the 
public service, has hitherto applied to any man who served two 
months in the war zone. It is now restricted to participants in 
actual fighting. 

Blacklists of Jewish firms, doctors and artisans are being 
circulated among the population, urging Germans to boycott all 
whose names appear in the lists. The blacklists look like a city 
directory, arranged according to sections: each section divided into 
districts and each district according to streets. The non-Jewish 
residents of each street receive in their letter-box lists of all their 
Jewish neighbours in the street, so that they should avoid contact 
with them. tie 

The Minister of Justice has published the final figures giving 
the number of Jewish lawyers who may be admitted to practise in 
Prussia. The number is stated to be 2,158; previously there were 
8,558,

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The Nazi Commissioner in Hamburg has prohibited from 
practice in the Courts forty-four Jewish lawyers of the privileged 
category, who had only recently been authorised to appear in the 
Courts. 

The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN has published a list of nearly 200 
professors, mostly Jews, who were dismissed from their posts in 
German Universities between April 13th and May 4th. 

The City Council of Brunswick has addressed a petition to the 
State Minister of the Interior in which it says: “ The prohibition of 
Shechita enacted for the whole of the German Empire is being 
circumvented in the State of Brunswick by the import and sale of 
the meat of a imals slaughtered outside the German frontiers. This 
meat ts subject in the City of Brunswick, like all imported meat, to 
examination, but the existing laws do not make it possible to 
prohibit the sale. The Federal Commissioner for Baden has issued 
un order prohibiting the import into the State of Baden of meat 
slaughtered according to the practice of Shechita. We request the 
promu'gation of a similar prohibition either for the State of 
srunswick or for the whole of the German Empire.” 

A demand to shut down the Independent Order B'nai B'rith, 
which has about 30,000 members in Germany, has been made in the 
National Socialist Press, and it is gencrally assumed that suppression 
will follow. ‘The charge is made that the B'nai Brith is a Jewish 
Masonic organisation waging a combat against the Aryan world. 

The Jewish communal organisations have been plunged into 
desperate need by recent events, says the ISRARLITISCHES FAMILIEN 
RLATT, giving as an instance the important community of Cologne, 
which only recently was able to raise a budget of about a million 
marks, and now cannot raise enough to carry on its most essential 
activities even for the first few months of the year. The most 
careful calculations, the most far-reaching economies have nol 
helped, and the Community ts again considering what can be done to 
save its institutions from collapse. The officials have had fresh salary 
euts, so that some of them are really «nly recipients of charits 
doles. ‘The Synagogue choirs have been disbanded, the kindergartens, 
which were the pride of the Community, equipped with the most 
up-to date and bygienic installations, have had to be closed down 
The youth homer, which was opened only recently, has had to be 
closed, The question is now what to do with the children's homes. 
the apprentices home and the orphanage. Conditions in Düssel 
dorf are very similar. The Communal Welfare Centre has been 
compelled by the growing need to extend its work, and the Com 
munal Beard is trying to raise the funds for urgent relief work 
The Youth Organisation and the Maccabee Sports Club are in a 
desperate plight. The use of the municipal gymnasium, tennis 
courts and sports grounds are prohibited, and the Youth Home is 
on the verge of being closed down 

Jewish sportsmen and officials of a number of German sports 
clubs, who have been excluded as a result of the new policy, have 
held a meeting in Berlin with the representatives ofthe Jewis' 
Sports Federation and the Youth Welfare Department of the Jewish 
Community, and an allCerman Jewish sports organisation 
been formed 

Isidor Klein, 2 63 years old horse dealer, a Staatenlose. who has 
lived in Berlin sinee childhood, has been sentenced to 15 months’ 
imprisonment by the Special Court for having said on May 10th in 
the restaurant of the Central Cattle Mirket that an eight year old 
hoy he knew had been kidnapped and after a week's search his 
mutilated body was found at the door of his parents home and that a 
Jewish child had been mutilated and salt and pepper rubbed into 
his wounds.

been sentenced to 21 months’ imprisonment for having said that a 
Jew had his beard torn out, other Jews had been hung up on trees 
in the forest, and a Jewish child had a knife thrust in its back. 

Jews who leave Germany will in futirre require special permits 
from the Government to withdraw their money from the country. 
Hitherto the local authorities had the power to permit persons who 
left Germany to take with them a sum not exceeding 20,000 marks. 

The DEUTSCHE ALLGEMBINE ZBITUNG has made an appeal to the 
Government to allow free emigration in order to vestore confidence 
in foreign countries. 


“Horribly Mutilated.” 
The Terror That Still Goes On, 


The Berlin correspondent of the MANCHESTER GUAKDIAN is still 
investigating atrocities. The following two examples are selected 
from a long list, and it will be noticed that they are of comparatively 
recent date. Tiere is no reason to suppose that such tortures have 
ceased. Authentic information is not easy to get, for everyone 
is too frightened to speak. The point is that cases are now being 
authenticated of tortures recently inflicted after the terror is supposed 
to have died down. 

Towards the end of April a certain “S8. a Jew and a Socialist 
was cremated by order of the municipal authorities after suicide 
had been certified. The real cause of his death was as follows: 
He was arrested by Brown Shirts early in the month. Nearly a 
fortnight later he was found in a sewage farm near Berlin. He was 
horribly mutilated, his face had been smashed and his lips had been 
cut open. Brown Shirts called on his relatives and told them that 
if they said one word about his death they would share his fate. 

A German official, one of the few Jews who have been left in 
the Wilhelmstrasse, was rung up in office hours at the end of April, 
and told that Brown Shirts were searching his house. He went 
home immediately, but did not return. A detachment of police was 
sent to discover what had happened—they found his wife in a state 
of nervous collapse, while he himself was lying in a pool of blood. 


The inside of his home had been wrecked. He is now in a sanatorium. 
Meanwhile he has been suspended from the Government service 


under the new anti-Semitic regulations.

“He Lay in a Pool of Blood.“ 


The following letter from Mr. Harry P. Goodman, Broomhill 
Park, Sheffield, appeared in the Daily HERALD lust week. The 
events witnessed are of even later date than those reported by the 
MANCHESTER GUARDIAN above: 

I have just returned from Germany after a stay of twelve days, 
and found things in Berlin were far different from what they were 


eight months ago, when I last visited the city. After being in 
Berlin one hour I walked to the Alexandra Platz. A dozen Nazis 
were beating an elderly Jew with their rubber trun heons, and his 


blood was streaming down his clothing, making the pavements red. 
Later { went to a popular uke, in Charlottenburg, which (though I 
did not know it) was owned by a Jewish proprietor. After he had 
five Nazis entered. Without any provocation they drew 
their robb fruncheons and beat the proprietor senseless. They left 
shouting, “Get out. The wifeof the manstruck with 
terror at the assault of her husband, who lay in a pool of blood on

To be Relentlessly Pursued. 


German Goods and Services Entirely Barred. 


EX-AMBASSADOR JAMES W. GERARDS STATEMENT. 
from our Correspondent.—New York.| 

Representatives of 290 Jewish trade, fraternal and religious 
groups decided to undertake a relentless boycott of German goods, 
ships and industries at a Conference in New York on Sunday, under 
the ausp ces of the American League of Defence of Jewish Rights. 
A resolution was. unanimously adopted by the delegates wh ch 
declares that it is the duty of every Jew in America to boycott all 
goods, materials and products, manufactured, raised or improved in 
Herman, all German shipping, freight and traffic services, and all 
German health, pleasure and other resorts, and also to abstain from 
any act likely in any manner to lend m terial support to the 
present regime in Germany, This boycott campaign will be system- 
atically organised and relentlessly pursued until all anti-Jewish 
laws, edicts and policies have been repealed and renounced. The 
effect of the Conference is to consolidate the boycott into a central 
channel in which other organisations now privately organising a 
boycott are expected to join. 

Speakers at the Conference joined in denouncing the defeatists 
in Jewry and particularly attacked the statement of Rabbi Jonah 
Wise of the Joint Distribution Committee 


American Jews must concentrate on the relief of German Jews and 
not undertake a boycott. 


Don't be Bamboozled by Relief Campaigns.” 


As Mr. Jacob de Haas told the Conference: Don't be bamboozled 
by relief campaigns!” Speakers emphasised that relief measures 


who declared that 
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will not solve the situation, and the boycott is a matter of self- 
respect and self-defence. Delegates were asked carefully to 
scrutinise every article they buy and discover whether it is of 
German origin. They were also asked to get shopkeepers to post signs 
staiing that they do not sell German goods and to get Jewish 
business nouses to display posters advocating the boycott. 

Mr. Samuel Untermyer, who was one of the principal speakers, 
denounced the defeatists, and asked whether they were going 
to sit idly by while their brethren in Germany were humiliated, 


degraded, deprived of the rights of citizenship, kiched out 
of professions and employment and left to starve. Nothing is left 
us in decency for the preservation of our self-respect and the 


protection of our brethren but to strike back with lawful weapons 
with all the force at our command.” - Untermyer declared tat 
labels were being changed on imported goods to hide their origin, 
and urged that the attention of the authorit es at W shington should 
be called tothis violation ofthe law. Another speaker, Ex-Congress 
man La Guardia, said he was there as an American to join a world 
movement tor the purpose of putting Hitler out of power. The 
former Ambassador to Germany, Mr. James W. Gerard, declared that 
anti-Jewish persecution was not a Jewish question but a question 
for humanity and civilisation. Telegrams of sympathy were 
received from Senator Copeland of New York and Governor Pinchot 
of Pennsylvania.

The Boycott in France Goes On. 
The Work of the League Against Anti-Semitism.

From our Correspon dent 


Although it has taken aquicter turn, the movement of protest is 
from subsiding in France. It has simply passed the phase 
of public meetings and demonstrations (although meetings are stil! 
held), and has entered into an era of daily, method cal stubborn work 
The boycott of German goods has considerably increased. The various

But as he still has a wife 
and four children in Berlin, I ant unable to disclose his name at 
present. The letter runs as following: On Saturday, the first of 
April, about half-past ten in-the morning, two uniformed Nazis came 
imtomy shop. Athird immediately followed them. As soon as he came 
in, be struck me in the face and on the head with a whip, and later 
forced me to follow them to their headquat ters at Potsdamerstrasse 
16, on the fourth floor. There l was again beaten. Sixteen Hitlerists 
stood in a row. I hadto pass in frontof them all and each one struck 
me on the head. 1 fell down, but was forced to get up and Was again 
beaten. Then I was compelled to repeat after the Hitlerists: Die 
lhuden haben an allem Schuld teversthing isthe fault of the Jews).’ 
Injured and bleeding, I was taken back to my shop, where the 
Hlitlerists stole some of my wares and forced me to sign a statement 
lat they had caused no loss or injury to me or my property.”

The Argentine Boycott.

The anti-Jewish terror inGermany has been reflected in Büenos 
AKires, where for many vears the German colony and especially their 
most influential members have shown a strongly anti republican 
and anti-Jewish’ feeling. In the first days of April, the German 
Chamber of Commerce got in touch with prominent Jewish circles 
of Argentine nationality, in order to get the boycott removed. 
Three hundred thousand Argentine Jews declared, through their 
representatives, that they would withdraw the boycott: only if the 
German Government would stop the persecution of the Jews. 
The President of the German Chamber of Commerce, well aware 
of the terrillo effect which a boycott of German goods by 
the Argentine Jews would have on German imports, promised 
to wire in this sense to Germany and to report to the German 
Ambassador. The latter, however, a man of Jewish origin, whose 
graudparents had been allowed to change their name Ascher into 
Asser (Mr. v. Kaufmann-Asser), is obviously favouring the anti- 
Jewish movement within Ger:nan circles, and has already succeeded 
in boycotting the Liberal ARGENTINISCHE TAGEBLATT in favour of a 
Nazi paper, subsidised partly by the German Government. Jews in 
South America have, in consequence of this attitude, resolved not to 
uso German ships any more, to boycott German imports, and to 
transfer their accounts with the two German banks to English and 
Argentine banking institutes. Among the Argentine people there is 
now a strong feeling against German racialism, whereas, as a con- 


sequence of the big Italian immigration, Fascism in Germany was at 
Urst partly welcomed.

Press Reception Farce.

What was the purpose of his visit? he was asked, and he saig 
he wished to ascertain British opinion at first hand and to explaig 
what had really taken place in Germany. 

Are you sa isfled with the success of your visit?“ was the

“ lt is always interesting for me to hear what people think, he 
said, and added, in reply to a further enquiry, that he had found 
British opinion varied.“ 

Asked w ether he thought Lady Oxford was a fair sample of 
British opinion, he declared that he thought his conversation with 
her was private and never expected it to be published. 

Herr Rosenberg edged further towards the door. 

“ What about the persecution of the Jews?” he was asked. He 
evaded a direct reply. For fourteen years, he said, the Nuzis had 
been persecuted, and he declared that during that time 300 had been 
killed and 20,000 wounded. He himself had had a bullet through 
him. H did not explain that these casualties had been incurred in 
affravs of the Nazis’ own making. 

He was shown a terrible photograph of a woman victim of Nazi 
brutality. “Ihave seem it before,” he coolly replied. 

How many people have been beaten up like that?“ Her 
Rosenberg was next asked. He spread out the fingers of one han 
siying: That would be enough to count them.”

In the course of a leading article on the subject of Herr Rosenberg's 
visit THE TIMES says: His visit will hardly be regarded as a success even 
by those who were responsible for it. Even if Herr Rosenb rg had 
remained nine months instead of only nine days, it is most improbible 
that he would have materially influenced British official or public opinion 
towards Herr Hitler's National-Socialist Government. He had little 
previous knowledge of our country, could speak no English, and was 
palpably unacquainted with the !'ritish temperament. His glib phrases 
totally failed to impress the minds of his English hearers, who in any 
case have an instinctive dislike and distrust of propaganda as a normal 
instrume it of policy. 

In the same connection, the NEWs-CHRONICLE says: There is no 
doubt about the feeling with which the British public as a whole, without 
distinction of class or even pol tical opinion, regards the violences of the 
Nazi Government ; and particular y the mean and cowardly persecution of 
the unfortunate Jews.

the appeal that was contained in their resolution. What, he asked, 
was it that. they were face to face with in Germany? Beyond all 
peradventure they saw there a policy of deliberate discrimination 
ugainst Jews as Jews. If any Jew were guilty of an offence 
ugaimst the State let him, of course, be dealt with by the law, 
but let it be a law that applied to all alike. What was 
happening in Germany to-day was clearly the result of years 
of deliberate propaganda. It was the inevitable harvest of 
the seed that had been sown, and the statements were on record, 
unequivocal statements, which were made by Ministers who were 
now in possession of supreme power. It was these things ‘which 
had brought about their protests. And a wonderful protest it was 
in this country. For never in his lifetime, except at the beginning 
of the great War, had he seen public opinion expressed with such 
inanimity and spontaneity as upon that platform. Their appeal was 
io the better elements in Germany. If they kept their peace the 
stones would cry out. They were friends of Germany and they 
believed that between this country and Germany there ought to be 
the ties of an abiding friendship. ‘They said to Germany Build 
up your new Germany after all the struggles of recent vears, but 
make sure it is on a right foundation.” He concluded his speech 
with the following warning from the Prophet Habakkuk: “ Woe to 
that man who buildeth his town with blood and establisheth his 
city with iniquity.” 

Miss Margery Fry, J.P: (past Principal, Somerville College), 
expressed her conviction that Germany would some day have to 
undergo great remorse for what was being done in her name to-day. 
Germany would suffer as much as the Jewish people by thrusting 
them forth from amongst her.

Lord Melchett urgedthat what they needed to do was to appeal to 
the honour and chivalry of the youth of Germany to rise and to put 
a stop to the persecutions which no human being could ever justify. 
From all the accounts that had been gathered, it seemed to him 
abundantly clear that whatever else might be true of the present 
regime's activities, this persecution which it. was carrying on as 
secretly as possible of the Jewish people, was not a popular elemen 
in its programme except for those who had the opportunity 
of filling the positions from which the Jews were thrown ont. 
There could be only one solution of this terrible problem— th: 
solution which Lord Balfour saw. Let them have their country 
let them go back and build up in Palestine a type of manhood and 
a type of woman'ood that would give the lie to the Shylocks and 
the Fagins of literature. He believed that the present suffering 
had some purpose. It had steeled them to the task before then 
They had a great message and a great faith to give the worldif onc: 
the Jewish people got back to contact with their own soil.

Professor Haldane Hits Out. 
Futile Resolutions.” 


London University Meeting. 


Professor J. B. S. Haldane, the famous biologist, was one of the 
speakers at the protest meeting which was held on Thar day eventny 
of last week by students of the University of London at the Universit, 
of London Union Hall, 68; Torrington Square. Mr. R. W. Ward 
President of the University of London Union, presided. 

Professor Haldane said there had been a very large number of 
individual atrocities of the most horrible kind—murders and mut 
lations. Those atrocities were, however, relatively unimportant. The 
important thing was that a systematic attempt was being made to 
expel everyone of Jewish origin—a term which was interpreted 
extremely widely—from positions of all kinds, to starve the bette: 
part of a million people to death unless they could get out of 
the country in some way or another. The details of individua! 
murders were of a particularly revolting character. But he 
wanted to repeat that that sort of thing, in his opinion, was 
not in the long run so serious as the attempt to wipe 
out the entire Jewish section of the German nation. 
What were they going to do about it all? He had in front of him a 


copy of the resolution which was to be moved at the nreeting at the 


(QJueen’s Hall on Tuesday evening, in which an appeal would be made 
tothe German people ina spirit of friendship and especially to the 
German youth to take measures to bring such discrimination to an 
end. It seemed to him that that resolution was utterly futile. Did 
they suppose that the German youth were going to be allowed to 
read it? Of course they would not be. Did. they think that -the 
gang of perverts in charge of the present German Government were 
going to care twopence about that resolution? Of course thev 
would not. Let it be moved by all means, but it seemed to him to 
be ubsolutely futile. He would like to think that any protest of tha’ 
kind would be of the faintest value. It appeared to him that there 
were other methods. In the Hirst place, they must protest by al! 
means, but they must see to if that these protests reached the ear 
of the British Government and of their local Member of Parliament. 
They were very often told that the British Government could not 
interfere in the internal affairs of another nation. That was 
damned nonsense.” Let the fact not be forgotten that there was 
a vust body of people in this country who believed that it was 
possible for one country to influence the internal affairs of another, 
und there were precedents for it in the past, and not in the remote 
past either. Secondly, there was individual action. They could 
and should attempt to boycott German goods. They had got 
to show these people that it was possible to beat them 
by legal and pacific methods. Another kind of individual 
action, and even a more important kind, was _ hospitality. 
Those who could should make an effort to support a German who 
was losing his job or being exiled. They would have to raise funds 
in the near future for German intellectuals in England, A certain 
umount was being done already. And something quite equally 
important and necessary was to fight the anti-refugees propa- 
ganda which was going on now. Hitler's supporters in England 
were saying that these people were coming over and taking work 
from British hands. Now the first point he would mention was that 
no Man or woman who came here as astudent, or for research work 
or any form of intellectual work, was throwing anyone out of a job. 
On the contrary, they were creating a demand for British labour.

My DEAR COUSIN, 


They have treated the Jews as though they were dogs and not 
human beings ; they have done nothing but found fault with them.” 
The words are Luther's, written of the monkish traducers of the 
Jewish people in the middle ages, They apply aptly to the anti 
Semitic apostles of the new German Regeneration. These have 
revived slanders which have, by Jew and Gentile alike. proved to be 
groundless. One would have thought that these calumnies were as 
dead us Queen Anne, The anti-Semitic activities of the Navis make 
it necessary that the slanders be answered. 

The old worn-out contrast between Aryan and Semite is stressed 
once again. The Aryans (in the mouth of the Nazis this alwavs 
denotes the Germans) are faithful, monogamous, manly, and possess 
initiative; the Semites are without a high standard of honour. 
polygamous, conservative, and only follow where Aryans have led. 
‘The Aryans are masculine, the Semites feminine. 

Note that all the virtues are ascribed to Germany, and all the 
vices to the qews. The contrast is, on the face of it, too simple. U 
looks like being wholly artificial. It is certainly false. 

The Aryans are true and to be relied on. Are they? Did thes 
always keep their word? Rather has their psychology in this regard 
been characterised by Bethmann Hollweg's cry in 1914, that « 
solemn promise was only a scrap of paper. Recall the Merovingian 
dynasty in France, wholly Aryan and German. Can its annals be 
paralleled for lying, betrayal and assassination? But we have 
vuthority for the groundlessness of the claim which even Nazis wil! 
have to admit—a writer of no less standing than Treitschke. “ We 
cannot help smiling,” the German historian declares, “when we 
read stories of the Middle Ages, the most dishonest of all ages, in 
which German fidelity is glorified.” 

Only a deficiency in their sense of humour willallow any people 
to claim a special virtue for themselves. Many observers have 
remarked on the Germans’ lack of a sense of humour. Otherwise 
they might have remembered that even if they do cultivate the 
virtue of fidelity, there may be other peoples who do the same. 
The Jews certainly have faults, but unreliability is not one of them. 
Perfect shalt thou be with the Lord thy God — for centuries that 
has been in the Jews’ ear and the injunction must have had some 
effect. The story of the reliability of the first Rothschild will come 
to mind. When in 1806, Napoleon invaded Germany and the Elector 
of Hesse had to flee, he left part of his fortune in the hands of 
Mayer Amschel Rothschild. Did the Jew play the game by the 
Elector? Not only did the Elector receive back what he had 
entrusted to the Jew, but more had been added to it. Truth is 
the seal of God,” the Talmud teaches; and the Jew has always hal 
it impressed upon him that truth in infercourse, including business 
intercourse, is a high ideal. No wonder Mirabeau said of the Jews 
that they are incapable of treachery! But why search for instances!“ 
The whole history of the Jewish people is one long story of loyalty 
to their faith, despite persecution, hardships and _ sufferings. 
Treachery to their religion would have saved them. But the great 
mass of Jews held fast to what they regarded as the truth.

Turn to the history of manners and morals and you will find a 
record in Germanic countr es among all social classes—princes and 
rulers, students and artificers, even among the clergy—which proves 
the very contrary of monogamy. Will anyone who knows the facts 
have the temerity to declare that conditions are different in Germany 
to-day? I am not passing judgment; I merely desire to call 
attention to the dishonesty of the Nazi claim. Contrast with the 
prevailing conditions among Germans the sweetness, poetry and 
peace of Jewish home life, and you must admit the emptiness of the 
Nazi boast. | 

The Semites are labelled feminine. There are many feminine 
qualities that are highly to be commended, such as pity and quick 
comprehension. If it is intended to convey that the Jews possess a 
greater measure of pity than do the Nazis, the statement may be 
uccepted. But when all is said, is not the contrast childish? What 
is meant by saying that a race ora nation is masculine or feminine ? 
Nietzsche spoke slightingly of the French as being feminine. Did 
the French fight with less bravery than the Germans in the Great 
War? The contrast is reminiscent of the other (also of German 
origin during the war), of German heroes and English hucksters. 
Insane Nationalism knows no bounds and the Nazi doctrine is held 
by many observers to be abnormal. 

The Semites are conservative, the Germans enterprising. The 
Germans may claim their enterprise, but they must not monopolise 
it. It has been pointed out that enterprise and development are 
furthered by peoples. who either by nature or by force of political 


circumstances are bound to carve out an existence for themselves 


in new lands. Who more than the Jews were so forced to be on 
the move? Their history has brought it about that they have become 
enterprisers and initiators and inventors in many departments of 
human activity. Jews were the originators of the waste products 
business, of catering, of the general store; they were the first to 
bring Eastern luxuries to Western Europe. German Jews invented 
the first flying machine (David Schwarz), the first calculating 
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machine (Abraham Stern), the first motor-car (Siegfried Marcus), to 
say nothing of Eiustein, Ehrlich, Wassermann and Israel. It is not 
too much to assert that to Jewish enterprise German economic 
development owes a great debt, which the Nazis are now repaying 
hy ingratitude (doubtless one of the qualities of the new Germany 
they hope to rear). Nor in Germany alone. In 1870 Count Nicholas 
Bethlen declared: The Jews by reason of their talents and their 
wctivities have become an important factor in civilisation and we 
need them in Pest.“ He pointed out that of the two parts of 
Budapest, one, inhabited mostly by Jews, was a busy hive, a thriving 
European commercial centre; the other, inhabited for the most 
part by Magyars, merely an enlarged village. The old Count pro 
ceeded, Look to any aspect of public life and you will find the 
Jews busily occupied, everywhere in opposition to obscurantism. 
The more Jews, the more light!“ 

Perhaps that is one of the real reasons for the anti-Jewish 
policy of the Hitlerites. They are terrified of the light. How else 
account for the suppression of all organs of opinion but their own ” 
How else explain the exclusion of certain journals from Germany ” 
Their allegation that Jews dominate German national life is an 
idle excuse, If there are a large number of. Jews who are lawvers, 
these have established themselves because of their abilitv. If there 
are a large number of doctors, their-work is of benefit to the popula 
tion. A Jewish doctor in Frankfort himself relates that he had a 
large number of Nazi patients. When he enquired of them why 
they came to him, a Jew, their reply was that they desived the best 
possible medical advice, and they were convinced that they obthined 
it from him. It is on record that very many Christian clients of 
Jewish lawyers showed their sympathy and gratitude in a ver; 
touching way when the Jewish lawyers were deprived of their 
practices, 

One moment's consideration must show that balf-a-million Jews 
cannot possibly dominate sixty-five million Germans, In all the 
German Parliaments of the last fourteen years.a mere handful of 
Jews were members, and among the Ministers who held portfolios 
Jews were a tiny group. There is not a shadow of a doubt that 
German policy in recent years was largely directed by non-Jews, 
and the allegation of the Nazis to the contrary is but another 
falsehood with which they are bolstering up their tyranny. 

The truth is that the Jews areas human as are other folk 
they have their good and bad qualities. But they possess marked 
ability, and they have always used it for the benefit of the country 
in which they lived. When the Jews were expelled from Spain th» 
Sultan of Turkey expressed surprise that any monarch should be «5 
short-sighted as to deprive his realm of jnhabitants who contributed 
in such large measure to its enrichment. He realised that Spain's 
loss might be his gain, and he welcomed the Jews to his dominions 
Perhaps before loug the Nazi leaders’ will learn the lesson which 
Ferdinand and Isabella were too blind to appreciate.

PRACTICAL KELP FROM TEL-AVIV. 
From our Correspondent. JERUSALEM. | 


At no time during the past twelve vears, within the writer's 
memory of the history of the post War Yishuy, have the Jewish people 
of Palestine been so profoundly stirred and moved as at the tragedy 
of German Jewry. Not even during and after the 1929 disturban: es, 
which were entirely anti-Jewish, has there been such a wave of 
sympathy and of horror at outrageous acts as is now manifestin 
itself among all elements of Jewish Palestine. 

Many English Christian residents of the country are wholly 
sympathetic with the Jews of all nations who inhabit Eretz Yisracl 
in the general expression of abhorrence and loathing that is spon- 
tancously welling up from the very heart and soul of the Yishuyvy. 
Englishmen here appreciate the causes that have led to the unoflicial 
yet powerful boycott of German goods, quite apart from their 
patriotic preference for British goods. The sense of shock and 
of sheer surprise at the procedure of a civilised‘ nation<is no 
mere manifestation of mercenary motives, but of genuine sorrow 
mingled with condemnation of the Nazi policy. 

Yet the Government is lying low in the face of a situation 
that, had the authorities here but reacted in the proper spirit, 
might have been utilised to enhance British prestige and honour 
throughout the thinking world, and have placed>the present Pales- 
fine Government upon the pages of history as the saviour of perse- 
cuted Israel. Quibbling rules and regulations, disrégard of the 
human interests involved, a strict application of the letter of the 
law, and an entanglement of red tape, have been called upon to cheek 
the “ menace,’ forsooth ! of German Jewish immigration. The High 
Commissioner left for England by air éarly this week on a sad 
‘rrand; he was hastening to the bedside of his sick sister. His 
presence in London, although on so sorrowful a mission, ought to 
be used by enlightened non-Jewish opinion to press for a solution of 
he immigration problem. For it lies within the power of the High 
Vommissioner to say “Yea or “Nay” to the claim for more 
immigrants,

Tel-Aviv to the Fore. 

The League of Nations Society in Palestine, part of the League 
of Nations Union, has its headquarters in Tel-Aviv, and Mr. M. 
Dizengoff, the septuagenarian Mayor of the town, is Honorary 
President. 

At great meetings this week, one in a Tel-Aviv hall and others 
in various places in the country, a demand for action by the League 
of Nations against the Nazi terrorism and tlie “ silent pogrom” was 
voiced by S\ mpathetic gatherings, profoundly moved by the suffer- 
ings of their brethren in the talons of the German Inquisition. 

Resolutions were unanimously adopted urging that the forth- 
coming Conference of the League of Nations Societies at Montreux 
should take up the question. 

Speaker after speaker recalled the perennial tragedy of the 
Jewish people, buffeted from pillar to post, the constant object of- 
race-hatred and oppression. At frequent intervals there were out 
bursts of emotion and scenes of distress. 

The resolution unanimously adopted at the meetings protested 
against the shocking events in Germany and against the passive 
attitude of the League of Nations—the conscience of civilised man— 
whose voice has not been raised to denounce the anti-Jewish per- 
secution in that land. The meeting calls upon the World Centre of 
the League of Nations Union to place on the agenda of its conference 
early in June in Montreux the question of Jewish rights in Germany, 
and expresses appreciation of the stand of those countries which 
have reacted indignantly to the events in Germany and extended 
hospitality to the refugees.” 

Constructive Effort. 

The Yishuv is about toembark upon a great constructive effort to 
bring as many German Jews as possible within its fold. The Council 
of the Jaffa-Tel-Avivy Jewish Community has voted a sum of £1,000 to 
assist German Jews who reach Palestine in a destitute condition; 
the Vaad Leumi has appointed a Committee, which, together with 
all representatives of Jewish national institutions, will draw up 
plans for a nation-wide project for fund-raising to be used in 
constructive purpose; while the parties here are preparing their 
platform for the Zionist Congress this year, with the central 
emphasis upon the need to stimulate German-Jewish settlement in 
the land. | 

In the face of the weighty Jewish public opinion that it thus 
being created, it is hardly likely that any enlightened Government 
would refuse to relax its rigid standards. The general view here is 
that the Palestine Government is' marking time,“ but that it will 
not fail to step forward with a generous gesture if the time comes 
for that gesture to be made,

Big Surplus of Imports. 
“ PALESTINE LIVES ON ORANGES." | 


From a Correspondent. | 


The new issue of the Palestine Government Commercial 
Bulletin is an exceptionally valuable document, for it not only gives 
the trading figures for the year 1952, but also comparative figures 
for the four previous years. The total imports for the year 1932 
amounted in value to £8,120,797, the highest, despite the fall in 
prices, in the history of the country. The contribution of exports 
towards paying for them was 44.327.426, also the highest in the history 
of the country. One of the major problems of Palestine is the filling 
of that gap of almost four millions. It must be filled by money ’ 
brought by immigrants; or investments by contributors from abroad i 
for charitable and similar purposes; money spent by tourists; and 
credit. The third source, which is by no means entirely Jewish, 
The money spent by tourists is only a 
fraction of what it used to be. There remaimthe first two items 
and the last. The first two consist of capital 


is a diminishing quantity. 


und so far as they are 
used for current expenditure the state of affairs is not satisfac- 
tory. The last item, credit, exists but it is even more indefinite 
than all the others, and of it no real information is avail- 
able. Moreover the goods purchased on credit this year may 
be neutralised, in part or in whole, by the payments made 
this year on account of credit granted in previous years. 

The main difficulty under this head will arise when new credits 
stop and old ones will still have to be met. However, during the past 
year four million pounds, half of the total foreign expenditure of 
Palestine, had to be met under these five headings. That this gap 
is becoming toogvide to bridge is suggested by one of the items that 
bulks very largely on the debit side of the account. Of the £4,527,426 
of exports in 1932, over a third—£1,505,952—consisted of specie, of 
which only £155,501 was imported into the country during the year. 
This means presumably that both visible and hidden exports fell 
short of the imports by £1,350,000. Exports of specie in previous 
years were very much lower, £22,000 in 1928, £212,000 in 1929,

Imports into Palestine have fallen year by year, from 46.966.211 
(specie £17,949) in 1928 to £6,119,187 (specie £2,025) in 1931. In 1932 they 
rose suddenly, presumably a consequence of the increased immigration of 
that year. Exports on the other hand rose almost as steadily from 9 
41.486, 800 (specie £22,254) in 1928 to 42,227,028 (specie £226,467, in 1931. 
When the classes of imports and exports are examined it is found that | 
the value of food, drink aud tobacco imported has fallen slightly, from 
£1,800,000 to £1,784,000, which probably represents an increase in volume. 
In raw materials and articles mainly manufactured a far greater relative 
fall—£643.000 to £557.000—occurred. The value of articles wholly or 
mainly manufactured has risen from £3,662,851 to 43,910,411. The 
export of food, drinks and tobacco has risen during the same five 
vears from £1.050.989 to 42.025, 64, the in-rease being more than 
‘accounted for by oranges. But on the other hand the export of raw 
materials and articl:s mainly unmanufactured has fallen from 
£74,590 to £42,917, and of manufactured articies from £554,493 to £312,592.

THE JURISPRUDENCE OF THE TALMUD.

- Mr. Zuri is a member of that small but distinguished group of 
Hebrew scholars who, in fifteen years, have securely laid the 
foundations of a scientific literature of Jewish law. His province is 
the Jurisprudence of the Talmud. In Mishpat Hatalmud (1921) he 
produced a digest of Talmudic case law. He turned next to lega! 
biography—Akiba, R. Ashe, Rav. Biography is the stepping-stone 
to history, and a history of Public Law in the Talmudic age is the 
project of which the above three volumes are the first fruits. 

Public law is concerned with the structure and the functioning 
of the organs of the State. In 70 Kp. the Jewish State had ceased, 
but the other organs—thée Nasi an the Beth Hamidrash 
functioned more vigorously than ever. The rule of the Nasi (as 


Juster has already pointed out) extended to the lands of the - 


dispersion. By the Jewish people he was regarded as king. Hv» 
appointed heads of communities and their judges. Conferences 
were convened by him to enact new ordinances. His was the power 
to ordain, and he fixed the Calendar. Between him and the com 
munity in Babylon passed a continual exchange of scholars. In fine, 
within the land and without, he held the threads of the Jewish polity 

The second organ of Jewish autonomy was the Vaad. Here, 
Mr. Zuri joins issue with Guttman and holds-—-rightly in my opinion 
—that the prime function of the Vaad was not academic, viz., the 
theoretical disputation of hypothetical cases, but highly practical, 
viz., the making of new Jaw and the declaring of concrete rules. 
Vaad, Beth Hamidrash, Yeshiva—three names, these, for one 
institution. The moots held among the heads and the scholars deal 
with questions agitated in judicial circles. The issues were real 
judges were the disputants. Out of these legal debates there arose 
the desire to clarify the rule before the case arose, and to draft a 
proleptic digest of law. Out of the Rabbinical legislature and the 
dayvanie court there emerges the Talmudic School of Law; 
Vaad becomes Beth Hamidrash. The questions propounded in 
the colleges were prepared beforehand; the questioner was 
either the President or the Vice-President (in Babylon, a 
distinguished pupil’, The technique of interrogation was socratic-. 
ally prescribed; questions proceeded from the simple to the more 
complex. Mr. Zuri's theory is brilliant, and logically (though not quite 
historically) satisfying. The origins of Talmudic disputation are 
wrapped in as dark a mist as those of the Inns of Court. Moreover, 
just as it was those mediaeval moots—or discussions among the 
members of those “ honourable societies ''—-which preserved English 
law in the sixteenth century from the Reception of Roman law, 
so these questions and answers of Raba and “Abaye" have 
preserved indefinitely the flexibility of the Jewish law. 

The third organ of Jewish self-government was the Beth 
Hakkeneset. Mr. Zuri's fascinating study of Jewish social life will 
interest not merely the lawyer, but the historian and man of letters. 
It might perhaps be asked: in a volume dealing with legal history 
how is the Synagogue relevant, or the character of the Darshan“ 
But the lawyer to-day cannot cast his net too wide. Social life 
is the raw material of law and the culture of the Jewish people 
in the Talmudic age was the work of the Darshanim; lawyers, 
legislators and judges were masters of derash. 

The fourth and final centre of autonomy was the city. Its 
head was the Mayor, appointed by the Nasi; to assist him were 
seven councillors chosen from the community. The Greek city was 
an independent state. The Hebrew city, while possessing local 
autonomy, was connected with the capital. One system of law 
existed for all, but each city could enact municipal regulations 
Education, though local, was an intimate concern of the National 


Authorities. 


In the second volume, Mr. Zuri applies these principles to Rabbi 


‘Judah Hanasi. Mr. Zuri cannot escape biography and he quite 


naturally groups the developments around his characters. The 
school of Akiba had gone; the generation of R. Meir was passing. 
It was a critical period and Rabbi stood between the age of the 
Tannaim and the age of the Amoraim. The Tannaitic militancy of 
Akiba was mellowing into an Amoraic era of steady law-making. 
Rabbi Judah undertook the task of codifying the Mishnah. Previous 
collections had been made, e.g. by R. Meir; it remained for Rabbi, 


first to coll ct and harmonise the current and conflicting traditions, - 


next to restate them in clear, literary, language. Mr. Zuri traces 
with great learning the principles upon which he proceeded. But 
the task was not merely a literary one or the work of one man. 
Around him were numerous scholars, expressions of whose divergent 
views were always encouraged. 

The third volume deals with the Yeshivot under the principate 
of R. Hiyah bar Abba (a disciple of Rabbi) and consists of a series of 
biographical studies. The style, the method and the erudition are 
on the same high level. 

Mr. Zuri's investigation into the History of Jewish Public Law 
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is the most significant event in Jewish legal scho'arship since Gulak’s 
Yesode Hamisphat Haivrt in 1923. Mr. Zuri is steeped in Talmudics 
and his documentation is both extensive and exact. The subject is 
one on the hinterland between law and political science and thus 18 
of interest bo h to lawyer and his orian. His style, though some- 
what diffuse, is alive, and in his argument he has so caught the spirit 
of the sources that one might think: here is a new. Talmudic, 
disquisition. What might sometimes appear the

living interest. 
This method, of course, involves a certain discursiveness which is 
prevalent in the Hebrew writing of (o-day. Much is social history 
rather than law but that in modern times is a defect of the right 
kind. The lawyer is no longer insul ited. Moreover (part icularly 
in ihe first volume), One would have liked more references 10 com. 
parative literature. And in such a work of such a rank an 
apparatus of indices and a list of authorities are indispensable. In

I. Se echtmau, a 
well-known author of many works, gives in ths latest work of his a very 
objective and vivid analysis of the documents relating to the activities of 
Devuikin’s army in the Ukraine (June 1919 to March 1920), and of the 
attitu le the various munic pal authorities and other Social ur pits of 
the population towards the Jews. Ile comes to the conclusion that the 
posroms under Denikin were of a-purely military nature. The army was 
sven a free hand and while they did not risk to enter the villages of the 
Ukrainian peasants who were armed as strongly as the soldiers them. 
selves, they made up for it in the Jewish towns and townships where the 
officers either took part in the orgies of slaughter or at best did nothing to 
stop them. ‘The reactionary parties and their press which again rai ed 
their heads, carried on a shameless auti-Jewish propaganda and ine:ted 
the army to slaughter the Jews wholesale, 

Among the humerous documents there is an article by the notorious 
Shulgin, the brilliant spiritual leader of the “ Black Hundre, entitled 
Torture by Fear.“ He reiishes the peture of the horror-striken Jews 
huddled up in their houses at night when the detachments of the White 
troops with the bayonets fixed, passed through the Jewish streets of Kiev. 
In his imagination he hears the screams and sobs and moans of the victins 
‘Who wil thus be taught a lesson for their w.cked longing for a change 
from the regime of the Tsars.” 

Sore at heart though you may be after having closed this book you 
cannot feel but deeply indebted to its author zul to those who had 
collected these documents for the pains they have taken t preserve the 
record of one of the hardest stages of the long way of sufferings of the 
Jews in Russia, D. M.

Christians Protest at Ealing. 
Mr. Neville Laski's Pledge. 


Many hundreds clamoured in vain to get into the Ealing Town 
Hall for the mass meeting of protest which was held on Monday 
evening (writes a representative of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE). An 
overflow meeting had to be held, and this, too, was crowded to 
capacity.

of those prominent in the civie life of Ealing and Acton. Owing to 
u mistake as to the date of the meeting, Commander Locker 
Lampson, who was to have spoken, was not able to attend. In 
a letter he wrote: “I find myself 350 miles away and cannot reach 
vou in time England will not stand tamely by and watch 
Jews persecuted anywhere, 

The Chairman. who said he had been a great admirer of 
Germany and the German people, declared that what was happening 
in that country to the Jews was one of the most terrible blows 
which civilisation had ever received. 

Sir Frank Sandetson, Bart.. M. P. twho represents. Ealing), said 
days of bitter trial had come over Jewry, but it was bearing them 
with courage and dignity. Their sympathies went out to the Jews 
of Germany in this hour of, their trial.

A publi protest meeting was he'd at the Islington Town Hall, 
Upper Street, on Thursday evening in last week. The hall was 
filled to capacity and the meeting was p esided over by Mr. Holford 
Knight, K.C., M. P. (Recorder of West Jaun. The gathering stood 
silence for one minute as a mark of sympathy with the suffering 
Gierman Jews. The Rey. 8. Bronkhorst, of the Sandy's Row -Syna. 
vogue, rendered the El Molé Rachamim and Mr. Maurice Bannister 
sang a special AKaddish and Orenu Malhkeinu. A Jewish ensign, on 
which is inscribed the two tables of the Ten Commandments. 
was presented to the Alliance, with a Union Jack. 3 

The Chairman said that that was an assembly of friends of 
liberty. They were met, gathered from ‘all churches and parties in 
the realm, to voice their collective protest against an affront to the 
organised conscience of mankind. They recognised the rights of every 
State to make its arrangements in accordance with the desires of 
its people. But they would say to the German Governmen! 
* Remember you are part of the organised community of the world, 
and as such we want to see rex ognised within you! borders those 
elementary rights of citizenship which are the rights of every 
thinking man and woman in the world.” The situation was full of 
menace to the world. They were assembled in acity which for 
hundreds of vears had never hesitated to raise its voice against 
oppression. Their special view that evening was in regard to the 
terrible suffering of the great Jewish community in the German 
Empire. From that platform it was their desire to send a word to 
the German Government begging them. in the interest of the 
world, in the interest of the peace of the world. in the interest of 
the conscience of the world to stop these excesses which the whole 
World deplored. 

Father Woodlock Farm Street 0 hurch, May fair) said that that 
was the first time that if had been his privilege to speak to an 
audience that was mainly—a good 90 per cent. and more —Jewish. 
He had looked forward to meeting that audience because, after all, 
there were two things which evervone could say of the Jewish race, 
they were intelligent and reasonable, and what was more thev had 
hearts and thev had emotional feeling. Meetings such as that, if 
they were multiplied and if they gathered in an expression not only 
of Jewish feeling—-they took that for granted—but an expression of 
human feeling out of the hearts of men from all different faiths 
and different races, if they did that, then those meetings would help 
towards rectifving all the wrongs. He was sure that then would 
not be voices that went out into an empty abyss unheard, they 
would be the voices to which people in far off lands would listen 
He had been stirred by recent events in Germany. not by what he 
had read in the papers but by what he bad heard in his room from 
nh man, not a German or a Jew. a doctor, eminent in his profession, 
who was broken in nerve by what he had personally seen in Berlin. 
He had told him-of.the brutalities and outrages committed against 
Jews. Only a part of the descriptions of the persecutions and 
outrages committed against the Jews had filtered through to the 
world. Their actions could only be described as inhuman. When 
envoys and propagandists came over here to speak up for Germany 
they had to be listened to with great caution. He would suggest 
that Herr Rosenberg should be questioned at the beginning of every 
interview and asked: Have vou any apology to make to this civilised 
nation forthe things that have happened in Germany? You cannot 
restore life, but have. yoy any restitution to make te those who 
have been murdered? Have you any restitution to make to show 
that you are contrite for what has happened?” The Jewish people 
were a gifted race with no country of their own, but throughout the 
ages they had lived in countries that they had made their own and 
they had helped and advanced those countries. These savage 
pogroms must stir the heart of every man, They would expect a 
ceuntry with culture to have some human control. It was an 
upheaval of animalism, and the only thing to save the world was a 
recognition of the brotherhood of man. 

Sir. G. W. H. Jones, M.P., said that the question of Jewish 
persecution was not only a Jewish question, it was a human and 
world question. If these persecutions continued there would be an 
end to Western civilisation. Germany talked of culture, but by the 
things that were going on there, it did not understand culture in the 
best sense of the term. He had been in the House of Commons 
since 1918, and he had neyer known the House more solid than 
against the German policy. They all knew that the heart and 


conscience of England and the Empire were desirious of putting an 
end to anti-Semitism not only in Germany, but everywhere in the 
world. The World Alliance for Combating Anti-Semitism was 
formed to put an end to it.

The Wearside Protests. 
Big Meeting in Sunderland. 


One of the greatest protest meetings ever held in Sunderland 
packed the Victoria Hall last week, when a resolution protesting 
ugainst the persecution of the Jews in Germany was passed. 

There is no intention on our part, said the Mayor (Alderman 
E. II. Brown), who presided, “ to dictate to any country how to carry 
out any line of procedure, but where we consider that an injustice 
is done to any people we, as Britishers, have a right to put forward 
our point of view. I believe that the people of this country recognise 
that the Jews are a people who are law-abiding and work for the 
good government of the State. It is because of that we wish to 
point out to Germany the mistake she is making in the policy she is 
pursuing. I hope that the outcome of the meetings held throughout 
the length and breadti{ of this land will mean the abolition of this 
persecution,” 

I[t is no petty or familiar cause which has drawn together this 
great assembly of Sunderland townsfolk, without distinction of 
creed or party, but a reason as grave as it is astonishing,” declared 
the Bishop of Durham (Dr. H. Hensley Henson), moving the reso- 
lution. In Germany there has taken place a moral and political 
catastrophe fraught with the utmost peril to the peace of the world, 
und inflicting terrible distress and suffering on great multitudes 
of people. This catastrophe can only be described as the sudden 
recrudescence of medieval fanaticism, a throw-back to barbarism. 
We must needs judge the Jews by what we have actually seen and 
known of them. Their lack of a national home makes them more 
widely known than any other people. Their virtues and their faults 
ure open to the world. They have contributed their full share to 
the higher life of mankind—religion, philosophy, music, literature, 
politics, commerce and science. Their chequered and tragic history 
has left its. mark on them for evil no doubt, as well as for good. No 
darker shadow rests on the record of Christianity than that of the 
persecution of the Jews.” 

Canon W. Smith, leader of the Wearside Roman Catholic com- 
munity, declared that Roman Catholics abhorred the treatment 
which was being meted out to Jews in Germany, 
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Mr. Samuel Storey, M. P., said it was all too evident that the 
present rulers of Germany had long premeditated and organised « 
Systematic attack upon the Jewish race, and that attack during the 
lust few weeks had been ruthlessly carried out with cruelty both 
mental and physical in its character. 

~ We are all deeply moved by this gross breach of international 
hospitality,” said the Rev. S. R. Bawtree. “ We deeply deplore and 
rewiise the immense danger to civilisation of this appalling action 
Which Germany has taken. Does Germ ny realize what we owe to 
lt seems to us a case of terrible blindness. All that we 
can do should be done to open the eyes of Germany to the immense 
crime she is committing to-day.” 

Mrs. Leah Manning said that to her the greatest genius of the 
Jewis' rice was the motherhood of the women of that race. It was 
fot e poor, humble folk of the Jewish race who could not leave 
Geman to-day to whom their deepest sympathy must go out. 

Mi. A. Charlton Curry, M. P., also supported the resolution. The 
very idea of the persecution of any minority, he said, was repugnant 
to an. Englishman. 

Mr. D. N. Pritt, K.C., prospective Labour candidate for Sunde: 
land, said he was privileged to know many Jews and many Germans, 
und he was profoundly moved by the tragic events which had been 
faking place in Germany. in recent weeks. Adding that he lad 
listened ‘to one of Hitler's emissaries for an hour, Mr. Pritt said 
there was no doubt about the evidence of the persecutions, The 
explanations were hollow and the excuses false, 

The motion was also supported by the Rev. J. Sidlow Baxter, 
the Rey. Edgar Jackson (Rural. Dean of Wearmouth), and Councillor 
Joshua Ritson, 

Proposing a vote of thanks on behalf of the Sunderland Jewish 
Commun ty, Mr. Lionel Wolfe said: “Our hearts have been warmed 
with gratitude by the words of sympathy which have been so 
eloquently and powerfully expressed. A demonstration such as this 
shows the greatness of England and its abhorrence of persecution 
Councillor J. Cohen seeonded, and the resolution was carried with 
tremendous applause.

Newcastle Citizens Protest. 


A great Protest Meeting was held in the Cit) Hall, Newcastle- 
on Tone, last week, at which the Lord Mayor presided.

The Rey. Herbert Barnes (Church of the Divine Unitvy', said it 
was humiliating to realise that in the year 1953 it was necessary to 
protest against such medieval practices, and it was humiliating to 
realise that any civilised country in the world to-day could be guilty 
of the racial antipathy, religious persecution, and political bigotry 
that characterised the present administration in Germany. 
the curtain rising on a panorama of the Dark Ages, he said. “1 
thought in this modern horrors would be no more.

On against members of the Jewish race was contrary to the spirit 
and principles of the Christian faith. “I have myself a great 
admiration for the German people asa whole,” he said. They have 
in the past contributed most valuably to Western civilisation. I 
also remember that to our civilisation the Jews have made most 
splendid contributions. I would say that the Jews, im fact, have 
proved themselves good Europeans, and I urge that we can rightly 
ask the present German Government not to discriminate against 
Jews in Germany.” 

Dr. T. L. Williams, Roman Catholic Archbishop of Birmingham, 
asked his audience to be cautious in judging the question before it, 
because most of them depended for their information on newspaper 
reports. But even bearing these two things in mind, he stil! joined 
whole-heartedly in protesting against the persecution of the Jews. 
“{ do this as a Christian,” he explained. Respect for the dignity 
and value of human nature lies at the root of all our civilisation. 
As a Christian, I cannot accept the idea that men are to be deprived 
of their rights because they belong to a particular race, and, as a 
Christian, I am entirely against such persecution.” 

The Rey. Dr. A. Cohen, of Singers Hill Synagogue, said that 
he was not going to deny that the Government of Germany 
and its supporters had used the alleged affinity between the Jews 
and Communists as a pretext for what they had done, but anyone 
who believed that this was the reason or the explanation of what 
was happening in Germany was under a delusion. His deepest 
concern was for the Jewish children, who were being reared in an 
atmosphere of hatred and suspicion.

GRAVE CONCERN AT IRREGULAR MILITARIST BODIES. 
[From our Parliamentary Correspondent.| 


The prospects of a home for German refugees which were held out 
in the Foreign Minister's speech to the House on 30th April, are some 
what dimmed by the action of the authorities and no little concern is felt 
among Members on this account. It was anticipated that the 1,000 
Certificates for Jews of the labouring category in Germany would be 
miditional to the quota for the half year, It now transpires that this is 
by no means the case, and that the 1,000 Certificates are merely an 
Advance portion of the quota. I have heard opinions to the effect that 
dews themselves might show a little more vigour in convection with this 
matter, and that a great deal more could be done in the way of settling 
Jewish refugees from Germany in Palestine if the Government, on its 
side, would provide facilities, and if Jewry would provile the means. 

Many of these refugees are people who have, by their enterprise, 
ability and intellectual attainments, contributed largely to Germany's 
greatness. Among them also are scientists who have achieved much in 
the application of scientific research and discovery to agricultural and 
industrial progress. Lack of capital makes it impossible for many men 
of this class to enter Palestine under any of the categories laid down 
by the High Commissioner, but there is an idea that if the Govern. 
ment were to distribute Certificates on a more generous scale than 
at present, the Jewish Community might find the means of mitigating the 
financial obstacles. This is a point of view which I have heard expressed 


in many quarters in the Lobbies, and it is certainly worthy of the Com- 


munity’s attention. In the meantime, I gather from an authoritative 
source that So far no applicant of the ca italist category, that is persons 
with a capital of not less than £1,000, received through the German 
Embassy in Berlin has been refused, but the number of such applications, 
so far, is under fifty. 

The Rosenberg Fiasco. 

‘The somewhat hasty departure of Dr. Rosenberg from London, cane 
as a surprise to many of the members, who felt disappointed in being 
denied the oppoitunity of interrogating Hitler's emissary. The incidents 
which occurred towards the end of last week, resulted in a great many 
questions being put down on the Order Paper, both to the toreign Minister 
and to the Home Secretary, but some of these questions were withdrawn 
when it was discovered that Rosenberg had departed. Among the 
questions withdrawn was one by Mr. Wedgwood, who wanted to know the 
grounds on which Dr. Rosenberg, as Head of the Foreign Political Depart. 
mont of the Nazi Party, had been givena visa or permission to come to 
England. 

A Public Nuisance. 

In spite of official assurances Members are still uneasy about the 
militarist activities of Fascist bodies in this country. It is true, of course, 
that while there a e numerous bodies of this kind, the numbers of 
adherents are practically negligible, and that they are totally lacking in 
influence or prestige. But it is remembered that only. a few years ago the 
Nazi movement in Germany numbered but seven! The question is being 
raised again in the House, and I am assured that it is intended to bring 
pressure to bear upon the Home Secretary to introduce legislation in order 
to stop drilling among adult males on semi-military lines outside the 
officially recognised forces. The parading of black-shirts in London's 
crowded centres is giving rise to a great deal of concern, and it is not 
unlikely that the Home Office will be pressed to keep in check this 
provocative action, which is not merely a public nuisance but a menace 
to law and order. Already it is noted that red-shirts are coming on the 


scene, and it would be a great advantage to nip this men 
ace 
before it develops as it has done on the Continent, wees ay 
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Imperial and Foreign News. 


GREECE. 


_° Nazism Nipped in the Bud. 


— — 
Government's Firm Action. 


Members of the National Association of Hellas recently broke 
the windows ofthe Salonika Synagogue. They painted on the build. 
ing in red the initials E.E.E., which are those of their Society, and 
the Swastika. Outside on the pavement they painted an enormous 
cross with the words: This sign is our salvation.” Jewish Senators 
and Deputies who were in Athens at the time called on the Premier, 
M. Tsaldaris, who was in conference with the Governor-General of 
Macedonia, M. Dragoumi, and protested against the provocative 
attitude of the Nationalist Organisations involved, demanding the 
immediate intervention of the authorities and the punishment of 
the culprits. The Prime Minister ordered an enquiry and the disso 
lution of the anti-Semitic Nationalist associations. Three members 
of the Hellas organisation have been arrested. 


MOROCCO. 


Further Rioting in Morocco. 
— —— 


Troops Called Out in Rabat. 


An anti-Jewish outbreak occurred at Rabat, the residence of the 
Sultan of Morocco and the administrative capital of the French 
Zone. Acts of violence were committed in the ghetto and Jewish 
shops in the Moslem quarter pillaged. 

The outbreak started in a disreputable quarter of the town 
when a Moslem was fatally stabbed. Details of the occurrence are 


not vet available, but it seems that a rumour spread that tho 


Moslem had been killed by a Jew. 

The authorities took immediate measures to protect Jewish life 
and property, and troops were called out to restore order. 

Soldiery are guarding all approaches to the Mellab, the Jewish 
quarter of the city. (There are over four thousand Jews in Rabat 
out of a total population of 14,000). 

About 150 Moslems and Jews have been arrested. 


In a recent report it was stated that there had been rioting in 
Tangier. The tronble actually occurred in Casablanca, a mistake 
having occurred in the transmission of the telegram received by a 
news agency, 


AUSTRIA. 


— — — —— — — — — 


Police Arrest Nazis. 

Antisemitie demonstrations by Nazis occurred recently in the 
chief shopping streets of Graz. Windows were smashed by the mob 
in Jewish shops and private houses. The police finally cleared the 
streets and arrested a large number of Nazis who were caught pre- 
paring a series of explosions with a view to creating a panic. 


ARGENTINA The prohibition of Shechita, which was enacted by 
the Municipality of Bernasconi some time ago, has now been withdrawa 
by a special resolution of the Municipal Council. 


DANZIG.—The High Commissioner, Dr. Rosting, interviewed by 
Mr. Joseph Sagalovitch of the JEWisH Post, said that so far as he was 
concerned he would guard the interests of the Jewish residents in view of 
the forthcoming elections in the city. The Nazis anticipate that they will 
gain a victory at the elections and fears are entertained for the Jewish 
population of the city. 

The High Commissioner has a strong personality and evjoys the 
respect of the population, but as the majority of the inhabitants are 
Germans, there is a di tinct possibility of trouble, bearing in mind the 
fact that the forces of law and order are not under the control of the High 
Commissioner. 

Jews have been expelled from the chorus of the Opera at Sopot, near 
Danzig, as a consequence of Nazi action. The Jews in Danzig have 
decided to boycott the opera as a protest. 


HOLLAND.—The Dutch nation has been commemorating the four 
hundredth anniversary of the birth of Prince William I. of Orange, Father 
of the Netherlands,“ as he is termed. This liberator of Holland from the 
Spanish yoke is a great figure in Dutch history, especially in con- 
nection with Jewish matters. In his strenuous fight for religions freedom 
and Lberty of conscience at a time when independence of thought was a 
crime punishable at the stake, Jews from Spain and Portugal, suffering 
from religious persecution, flocked to his standard seeking a refuge in 
Holland where they could continue their devotional practices unhindered. 
and follow their occupations freely. It is not to be wondered at that 
Dutch Jewry heartily participated in the commemoration celebrations. 
Sermons deaiivg with the matter were delivered in Synagogues through- 
out the country, and a special serv ce on the actual anniversary was held 
at the Portuguese Synagogue in Amsterdam. The Nimuw ISRAELITISCH

RUMANIA.—-At Jassy, a number of anti-Semitic students attacked 
Jewish medical students, injuring some of them. The Jewish students 
appealed to the Rector for protection, and he summoned a meeting of the 
University Senate, which decided to exclude permanently from the 
University the two ringleaders of the riot. Two students were also 
suspended for two terms. The Senate further dec ded to inform the anti- 
Semitic students that no lectures would be held at the University in the 
absence of the Jew sh students; that no meetings would be permitted at 
the University; that in future all rioters would be immediately arrested; 


and that the military authorities would be asked to station patrols in the 
University to maintain order,

Critical Financial Difficulties. 


From a Correspondent. | 
The most characteristic festure of the Tarbut Schools 
Poland is the language of instruction 
Hebrew at the Zuarbut Schools. 


in 
all subjects are taught in 
The initiators and supporters of 
the Hebrew Schools maintain that the 
Hebrew language must constitute the 
basis of Jewish education.” Thus Dr. 
Zwi Sohar, the dstinguished eduéa- 
tionalist and Director of the Tarbut 
Schools in Poland, described them to 
me when we discussed the work they 
were doing. »The Jewish people, he 
said, have preserved the llebrew 
language during thousands of years, and 
it has played an essential role in the 
upbringing of the Jew in all. those 
centuries, Now, when the Jewish 


people are striy fora national rey ival, 
it is felt that of necessity the language 


which was hitherto the language of the Book, should become a’ 


living language. In order to attain this aim, it is not sufficient for 
our Youth to study several subjects in Hebes while the re:nain ing 
subjects are imparted in other languages, 

“In the arbut Schools, Jewish-studies come first. The Jewish pupil 
is first of all made acquainted with Jewish literature throughout the ages 

the Bible, thé Talmud and modern Hebrew literature. In addition, 
comprehensive instruction is given in Jewish history, which enables the 
Jewish child to perecive that he is lin ed to the sufferings an! joys of tho 
Jewish people of all ages. In conjunction with the study of history, the 
} upils are instructed in demography and Pal-sti o raphy; that is to say, 
they are told about the distribution of the Jews in thé world and the kind 
of life led by them in the various countries of the Diaspora. They are 
also taught about ales ine and about the rebuilding of Eretz Yisracl. 

However, these ‘subjects alone would not suffice for modern students 
as they would not by th mselves fit them for the struggle of existence. 
Vor that reason, the Jarbut Schools Lave also introdue:d the following 
tubjects: general history, geography, mathematics, physics, nature 
‘tudies, drawing, handicrafts, etc., all of which are taught in Hebrew, 
The Polish language and Lterature, P. lish history and Polish geography, 
cre tanght in Polish and in one of the West-European languages. Much 
‘tress is laid upon natural science and on physical training. The object 
the Schools is to train the Jewish Youth and prepare them for productive 
employment, which is, in the present distressing circumstances, of the 
high. st importan ec, 

The main idea which perveces the faut Schecls can be ccfired in 
a few words: the preservation of the preat wealth of Hebrew culture by 
inaking Hebrew a living language. The Tarbut Schools are closely con- 
nce.ed with all that is going on in Palestine. Palestine is regarded as 
the very centre of the education of the Jewish Youth in the Jarbut 
Schools. It was not an accident that sixty per cent. of the Chalutzim who 
went to Palestine last year from Poland, were educated in Tarbut Schools. 

“At first, that is to say at the conclusion of the War, Tarbut com- 
meneed with 10 schools which iu 1925-6 had reached the number of 66. 
Since then, appreciable pro ress has been made. To-day 515 schools are 
under the auspices of the Tarbut, providing education for 37,000 pupils and 
cccupation for 1,200 teachers. The farbt built up this chain of schools 
by its own efforts. ‘The Tardut Schools include kindergartens, clementary 
schecols, secondary schools and teachers’ scminaries. 

It is unfortunate that this network of schools which provides cdnca- 
tion for 37,000 Jewish children of Polish citizens reccives no financial 
Assistance from the Polish Government and is thus forced to seek other 
sources of income for its maintenance. The Schools are maintained by 
the comparatively small school fees contributed by the pupils’ parents. This 
source of income was insufficient, eveu in former years. However the 
leaders of the Tarbut movement, among whom may be mentioned Dr. 
Thon, Dr. Braude, Professor Schorr, IB. Klumel and Mr. Izchak Gruenbaum, 
have made great efforts to raise the necessary funds in order to cover the 
budget of the Tarbut. Also considerable financial support has come from 
the United States. Unfortunately, this has now stopped. Polish Jewry 
is daily becoming more impoverished, and since the cconom ¢ depression 
has affected p urticularly those who were in the habit of supporting such 
causes as ours, there is now no possibility whatever of raising funds for the 
Tarbut Schools in Poland. Furthermore, the standard of life of the parents 
is constantly being lowered; and many of them are being foreed into the 
ranks of the unemployed and are not even in a position to pay the 
minimum school fee of 5s. per month. In many cases, the Schools have to 
provide meals for the children. The position of the Tarbut's network of 
schools, requiring a budget of 5,00),000 zlotys per annum is, therefore, most 
distressing. Teachers’ salaries arc mo ths in arrears, and the schools 
cannot carry on under such circumstances. . 

Let prospects of further develop. vent, if only the financial means is 
available, are very considerable. The idea of saving the 3.000.000 ruined 
Jews of Poland by emigration to Palestine has t ken root in all sections 
of Polish Jewry. Heuce the Tarbut Schools are very popular. In the 
most impoverished townlets, Jewish communities demand the establish- 
ment of Tarbut Schools. Only last year, twenty-five new schools were 
opened, and the demand is constantly increasing. However, the mainten- 
ance of the Tarbut Schools in Poland can be effected only thr ugh the 
support of Jewries in other countries.” 

A special committee has been formed under the Presidency of Mr. 
M. II. Davis, L. C. C., to organise a comprehensive display of the work of 
the Tarbut Association for Hebrew Education in Poland. The Exhibition 
will be open from Sunday next to the following sunday at the Jewish

Meals and Minyanim.

Some Jews at the start 
of a voyage look up the passenger list and communicate with persons 
bearing Jewish names; others ask the purser to puta notice in the main 
saloon asking all Jews to meet at an agreed time and place, thus affecting 
an immediate introduction. 

In conclusion, there is no need for me to stress the fact that on 
arrival at the various ports, Jews will make their way to the local 
Synagogue and Jewish centre, there to receive the warm welcome from 
their co-religionists of another land in the true spirit of Chaverim Kol 
Yisroel; certainly Jewish ocean travellers need not be told to uphold that 
high standard of personal conduct that distinguishes the Jewish character, 
together with the maintenance of that typically Jewish attitude of friend 
liness and tolerance towards all those with whom they come into contact. 
A final admonition : Don't patronise German ships and their subsidiaries 
until the peisecution of German Jewry ceases completely!

Professor Isidor Morris Heilbron. 
CHAIR OF ORGANIC CHEMISTRY AT MANCHESTER. 

Professor Isidor Morris Heilbron, D.S.O., D. Sc., Th. D., F. R. S., at 
present Heath Harrison Professor of Organic Chemistry at the 
University of Liverpool, has accepted an invitation to a Chair of 
Organic Chemistry in the University of Manchester. 

Dr. Heilbron, who was born in Glasgow, received his early education 
at the High School and the Royal Technical College in that city. Heisa 
Doctor of Science of the University of Glasgow and a Doctor of 
Philosophy of the University of Leipzig. From 1909 to 1914, he was 
lecturer at the Roval Technical College, Glasgow. He served in the War 
from 1915 until the end of hostilities. He was promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, was Assistant Director of Supplies, General Head- 
quarters, Salonika, was three times mentioned in despatches and was 
awarded the Distinguished Service Order, the Greek Order of the 
Redeemer, and the Medaille d' Honneur. After occupying the Chair 
of Organic Chemistry at the Royal Technical College, Glasgow, 
he was appointed in 1920 Heath Harrison Professor of Organic 
Chemistry in the University of Liverpool, Dr. Heilbron has made 
important contributions to knowledge in the sphere of Organi Chemistry. 
He was elected to a Fellowship of the Roy al Society in/1931. During 
recent years, his investigations on naturally occurring produces of bio- 
chemical interest have attracted great attention. These have included 
studies on the liver oils of elasmobranch fish, the fat-soluble vitamins, 
cholesterol and other sterols. His work in this fleld has resulted in 
important advances in our knowledge of this group of substances, 
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Bayswater Jewish Schools.

Sin.—I desire to inform you that, as a result of two cirtulars 
issued by the Schechter Society at Cambridge, the Cambridge 
University Zionist Society and the Secretary of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, Cambridge, I have received from Dr. Sydney Goldstein 
the sum of £63, which sum has been spontaneously raised by 
undergraduate Jewish students in Cambridge to be spent by the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem in the best way possible in the 
interests of refugee students from Germany. It is suggested that 
it should be spent in bursaries, research grants, or help for stipends, 
with no other condition, so long as it is spent on Jews who have 
been in Germany till now.

Home for Aged and Needy Jews. 
|\From our Correspondent. 


The Annual Meeting of subscribers to the Homes for Aged, 
Needy and Incurable Jews and Temporary Shelter was held in the 
new building, Cheetham Hill Road, on Sunday, with Mr. Emanuel 
Nove. the President, in the Chair. A minute’s silence was observed 
in memory of the late Messrs. Morris Laski and Leonard Letter, 
and other supporters who had died during the year. 

Mr. Nove referred feelingly to the sufferings of the Jewish 
people in Germany, and said they all hoped that circumstances 
there would soon improve. In submitting the thirty-fifth Annual 
Report, the Chairman reviewed the activities of the three combined 
institutions in the past and spoke of the completed spacious building 
they now possessed. They had tothank the builders, Messrs. Gerrards, 
for their speedy work, the Homes’ Superintendent and Secretary, Mr. 
J. Ribatzkie, and the Matron, Miss H. Bernstein, and her Staff for their 
great help. For the past fifteen or twenty years, said Mr. Nove, they 
had improved considerably all charitable institutions, and now it 
was a question as to whether they would be able to carry on. He 
suggested that they should consolidate their interests and form 
some sort of union for efforts to improve the position. Ever; 
Treasurer was faced by the same trouble, and at the most they 
found the same 2,600 names of subscribers to every cause in the 
Community, in spite of efforts to gain new subscribers. It was 
their own fault—and one reason was that they were short of leaders 
the same handful of men to run all the Institutions. There had 
been many complaints of the lack of assistance from the clergy. 
added Mr. Nove, but he defended them on the grounds of the limita 
tions imposed upon them by their own congregations. Every 
congregation should have a separate charitable fund, which could 
be collected and distributed annually by the Minister in conjunction 
with the Synagogue Treasurer, and every subscriber should make it 
his duty to bring his ehildren into the subscription lists from the 
earliest possible moment. 

Mr. LAWRENCE Kostoris, Treasurer, submitted the Annual 
Accounts which showed a definite deficit. The year's expenditure, 
he said, was no less than £5,200. Sixty inmates were supported 


throughout the year, and an additional staff of night nurses had to 


be engaged. In addition, uo fewer than 5,184 meals were served to 
poor, hungry people; while they had paid for sleeping accommoda- 
tion for 300 men. In spite of all this, the high standard of the 
Homes was maintained. The income from subscriptions was only 
£1,289, of which £275 was from the weekly pennies of the poor. 
Froni five donors alone, £130 was received, leaving £887 as the gross 
income from the wealthier members of the Community. The only 
other regular source of income was interest from investments at 
£1,300. The donations stood at £1,318, of which £500 was from 
relatives of inmates, and £125 from the Bernhard Baron Trust. Mr. 
hostoris opposed the prevailing idea that the Institution was wealthy 
—its deficit on that vear's working was £675. The Building Account 
amounted to £12,075, towards which £5,700 had been subscribed by 
the general Community. He paid a tribute to the work done by 
Mr. Nove. | 

Mr. R. BARROW-SICREE seconded the adoption of the Report and 
Balance-sheet. Mr. S. CLASSICK moved a vote of thanks to Rabbi 
I. J. Yoffey for his supervision of the Kashrut at the Institution. 
The Rabbi replied. Votes of thanks were accorded to the Doctors 


‘and Nursing Staff; to Mr. H. Finklestone, Hon. Solicitor : and to Mr. 


E. Royce, Hon. Auditor. After the method of procedure adopted in 
electing the Executive and Committee had been criticised by a 
number of speakers, the following were elected unopposed, on the 
motion of Mr. Steinart, seconded by Mr. H. A. Nathan:

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Property Notes. 


The Rent Restriction (Amendment) Bill was further discussed this 
week in the House of Commons, a number of Jewish members taking part. 
Mr. Barnett Janner moved an amendment to Clause 2, which was designed to 
prevent forestalling. Mr. Janner read a letter which, he said, had been sent 
out by some landlords to their tenants referring to previous offers of com- 
pensation for vacant possession, and stating that when the new Rent Bill, 
which was being passed through Parliament, had become law, all offers of 
compensation would be definitely withdrawn. The letter went on to say 
that if the tenant wished to take advantage of this last opportunity to 
receive a substantial amount of compensation for possession of his house, 
he must apply at once. He (Mr. Janner) was given to understand that quite 
a number of speculators were adopting a course of this des ripti« n. The 
result was that the tenant who did not understand what his position was, 
and who might consider ib very small Sum as reasonable compensation, 
would be beguiled into ac epting it, and would consequently lose the full 
henetit of the Bill. If an individual accepted compensation in that way his 
house would be taken out of the provisions of the Bill, and a large number 
of houses might therefore become unprotected. Mr. Shakespeare said that 
if the Government recontrolled a house which had become decontrolled, 
even within the last few months, they would very often do an injustice to 
someone. With regard to forestalment, it must be remembered that a tenant 
could not be got out, even under the present law, without going through 
the usual procedure in the Courts. Sir Perey Harris, in supporting the amend- 
ment, said that generally the weakest party to the contract was the tenant. 
All that they wanted to do was to give reasonable protection against a 
landlord taking an unfair advantage while the Bill was passing through the 
House. The amendment was, however, lost by a large majority. On the 
motion for the third reading, Sir E. Hilton Young said that the Bill dire tly 
affected 7,000,000 houses. He thought that the majority of the House of 
(‘commons would be satisfied that the interests of both 0. cupiers and house 
ners had been considered in a spirit of fair play. The Bill was read a 
third time.

The 
political situation is now regarded as rather easier, mainly as a result 
of the plea by President Roosevelt for a definite pact of non-aggression 
between nations.

The Jewish Drama League. 
-Year of Solid Achievement. 


ANNUAL MEETING—AND THEN A SHOW, 

On the sound nursery principle of “ bread and butter first— 
cake afterwards,” the Jewish Drama League began Sunday evening 
with business, the Annual Meeting for the current year, afterwards 
proceeding to enjoy themselves with a Rag, which I should like 
to think derives philologically from “ragout.” Words in their 
derivation, or in the derivation thrust upon them by meddlesome 
pedants, are apt to stray from their first significance, so that Sunday 
night's show could not be strictly described by the dictionary defini. 
tion: “meat in small pieces stewed with vegetables and highly 
seasoned.” But as to the appetising qyality of the Rag — and a 
plague on philology—the audience seemed in no two opinions. 

The first half of the programme consisted of “turns.” An 
ensemble of players gave the first movement of Mendelssohn's most 
famous trio; the Cone school of dancing provided some excellent 
dancers, outstanding among which were little Paddy Goodman, a 
wee mite with the assurance of a popular star, and Rosemary 
Lownsbrough (I hope I have the surname correctly) who showed what 
Hollywood calls poissonality, and any amount of verve in a coster 
dance; Bernard Kazak gave a humorous monologue; Julian Halevy, 
sang; and a delightfully humorous dualogue, Liars, was presented 
by George Owen and Jimmy Benson. The last item was a beautiful 
sketch of two old-fashioned Polish.Jewish merchants swapping 
scandal in a railway carriage. jefore leaving part one, 1 must 
congratulate Mr. Charles Landstone, who deputised for the pro- 
grammes, on his work as compére. The printers’ failure was a 
happy accident as it turned out, for no printed sheet could have lent 
that air of pleasant intimacy which Mr. Landstone's jovial announce. 
ments produced. 

Part II, after a much-too-long interval, consisted of a 
performance of Mr. Bertram Jacobs’ The Man with the Puckel.“ 
This little play is deservedly well-known to Jewish audiences and 
the cast on this occasion handled it with great success. Seeing it 
performed by professionals, one realised many of its excellences 
hitherto hidden, and also that a little blue-pencilling would improve 
it very considerably. The pace of the play, well kept for the most part, 
gets flabby towards the end, when a repetition of a piece of news 
four or five times could be easily eliminated with excellent results. 
The idea is charming, and the little character sketches so kindly, yet 
so shrewd, that I am tempted to appeal to its author's famed 
generosity to tighten up the conclusion for the sake of all who 
treasure first-class Jewish plays. Harold Mortlake made the title. 
role the shoddy nebbisch " he is supposed to be. Fewlas Llewellyn 
was ominously powerful as Wartsky; Joan Pereira made Sarah a 
character of sound worth and of emotions with which one 
sympathised; while Francis James was archangelic in the best 
specialist manner as a Gabriel of Heaven and Harley Street. Neat 
little sketches were given by Bernard Benoliel as Goravitch, A. E. 
Swaebe as Cohen, Doris Gilmour and Bernard Lindsay. Miss Inez 
Beususan's production, in the limited quarters of the Grafton 
Theatre, was very satisfactory. 

The Annual Meeting. 

The Annual Meeting, which was held at the Grafton Theatre on 
Sunday evening, was presided over by the President, Mr. J. T. Grein. The 
Organising Secretary, Miss Inez Bensusan, read the Annual Report, which 
referred inter alia to the competition which the League had instituted for 
original one-act plays of Jewish interest. 

Mr. Grein, in moving the adoption of the Report, paid a tribute to the 
untiring work of their Treasurer, Mr. Bertram Jacobs, whose thrift, zest 


and loyalty had been invaluable in the work of the League. He was fully 


confident, said Mr. Grein, after the successful year of progress, that the 
League was on the.road to definite and greater success. He appealed to 
members to be on the look out for new members and to work with 
enthusiasm to get their friends interested in the work of the League. He 
concluded by paying tribute to the work of their Hon. Secretary, Miss 
Bensusan. 

The Treasurer, in presenting the accounts, said that the League had. 
finished up the year with a deficit of ten pounds. He referred to a scheme 
for guaranteed subscriptions which was under consideration so as to secure 
better financial support. 

Mr. Charles Landstone pointed out that the fact that the League had 
finished the year with only a small deficit was a splendid achievement. 
None of the Sunday stage societies ever paid. The proportionate cost of 
single productions made that almost an impossibility unless a society had 
the good luck to sell a play as in the case of the Catholic Stage Guild and 
“ Caesar’s Friend.” 

The Report and Accounts were adopted, the officers and committee 
were re-elected en bloc, and the Hon. Auditors, Messrs. Ernest James and 
Co., were re-appointed. 


STRIFE (Little). 

There are very few authors or dramatists whose works, for a 
period following their deaths, are immune from years of purgatorial 
neglect, years of chrysalis quiet,while the fates decide their destina- 
tion to immortality or oblivion. Galsworthy, particularly in his 
dramatic writings, seems to have escaped this Stygian journey, and 
his plays draw and excite with astounding persistence. If 
“ Strife” is not his greatest play, it is among the great 
dramatic works ofthe century. Compared with his others, it is less 
proof against faulty production, less clear cut in its dramatic force, 
less exact in denouement. Stanley Drewitt, who has produced it 
for the People’s National Theatre at the Little, has played for 
safety and staked on realism. The great moment when the stub- 
born old company Chairman, John Anthony, and the equally stubborn 
but fanatical David Roberts find themselves face to face, both

As I have said, the pro 
duction is safe, but it is also deeply impressive and I can safe; 
recommend any intelligent theatre-goor to visit the Little and 0 
the sort of work the theatre ought to do. 


WILD JUSTICE (Vaudeville). 

The Victorian age was ideally suited to melodrama. There 
was a certain sureness of moral standards which knew no wobbling 
twentieth century spinelessness in matters of right and wrong. 
Thus, when we have a Victorian villain we accept him as bad and 
do not trouble our consciences with finnicky matters of psychological 
responsibility or a nice balance of his better qualities. Those who like 
real gory drama, with murder to begin with and homicide to end 
und who does not welcome this sort of thing as a cheerful change 
from the milder vices of stage depict on ?—will be sure to relish Mr. 
James Dale's play. As the slimiest of canting villains, Henry Oscar 
manages to impart much realism to the réle of Gabriel Perry. The 
ingenuity with which he builds up this character of a sordid 
murderer is deserving of warm praise. Another sound piece of 
work is that of Barbara Couper as Mrs. Perry. In the trial scene, 
the honours are shared by Ronald Simpson and Charles Lefeaux as 
leading counsel. Alan Wheatley acts beautifully in the part of the 
murderers son, which he handles with remarkable sensitive 
ness in such a down and out sanguinary affair. The whole pro- 
duction is redolent of the gas-lit shadows and dark-red drapings of 
the past century. But in effect it is far from depressing. The 
reasonable price of the seats should alone cheer the much-taxed 
theatre-goer. 

LEARNING TO LOVE G 

Joseph Fairchild, barrister-at-law, was a bit of an ovster, stayed at 
home, never binged, was shy, studious. sober, chaste, and all that. 
Reginald Manton was a bit of a dog, staved out, loved the tiles. was 
easy, idle, convivial, and chased any member of the oppasite sex that 
was a'tractive and gay. But by the process of suggestion a rare 
metamorphosis was wrought. The shell-bound bi-valve turned 
canine——but his dogginess was very sweet and pathetic—completely 
won the heart of his friend's foriner flancée, and on a night of u ild 
daring took her to dinner at the Carlton and spent the night with 
a respectably married fellow fossil-hunter.

Charles Windermere. who 
with Mr. II. F. Maltby shared authorship of the play, made an 
appealing little character of Joseph, and Geoffrey Sumner worked 
with great efficiency as doggy Reginald. Ena Melville and Daphne 
Odin-Pearse were bright and pretty as the young ladies in the 
case, and Walter Cory got all arailable humour out of the 
maritally crushed Mr. Brockson, who was dragged into subterfuge.

MUSIC. 
London Music Festival. 

The B.B.C. devoted thethree concerts given during their first week 
of the London Music Festival to Brahms, and the performances 
included three of the four symphonies, two concertos, as well as other 
minor orchestral works. All three concerts were conducted by Dr. 
Adrian Boult, and his conducting left very little to be desired. 
There is a genial bigness about Dr. Boult that aceords well with the 
bigness of Brahms, and although there is a great deal of artifice in 
his method the work is well built to give an impression of solid 
unity. The evening when Adolph Busch was the soloist in the 
Violin Concerto provided one of the most virile and vivid perform. 
ances I have heard of this work. Adolph Busch does not usually 
play with quite such animation and almost abandon, and the entire 
Concerto went with a rare progressive movement. 

Koussevitsky Conducts. . 

It is so long since Koussevitsky was here last to conduct, that 
the younger, post-war, generation does not know him. He is taking 
charge of the orchestra for the last week of the London Music 
Festival, and on Monday evening his programme consisted of 
Prokoffiev, Sibelius and Tschaikovsky. Prokoffiev’s Classic Symphony 
may be passed as a jeu-d esprit which makes no pretensions beyond 
showing how easy it is to imitate the old masters. But Sibelius’ 
“Seventh” is not to be dismissed with a shrug of the shoulder. 
lis one movement contains the quintessence of Sibelius, from the 
very earliest to the latest of his symphonic work. Its very compres 
sion and bewildering variety of mood and motif render it difficult to 
appraise, but a second hearing enables one to sort it out a bit aud to 
confirm a first impression of its bigness. And the Sibelius-lover 
will find all that matching and contrasting of grouped instru. 
ments, all the exploitation of the more sombre. wood-wind, the 
same extraordinary strength in use of the brasses, and all the 
Sibelius characteristics that he learns to appreciate so easily and 
quickly in the first and second symphonies. On this occasion the 
Tschaikovsky Fifth was important not of itself but for the way 
Koussevitsky treated it. He unshamedly exploited all its senti- 
mentality and vulgarity, took pride in accentuating the cloying 
sickliness of its lyri-al passages, and generally treated it as a 
“ costume-play "’ of the late nineteenth century. Rant and bombast 
werethe general method of expression for the herd, and Tschaikovsky 
in the Fifth is the sublimification of the herd. 


Wagner and Bax. 


Wednesday evening's concert in the second week of the London 
Music Festival was rather incongruously divided between Walton 
and Bax, on the one hand, and Wagner on the other. In between 
was an interval of seventy years and twenty minutes, and, for the 
first time, it occurred fo me that Wagner's work dates,“ if that 
ill-used word can be applied to any first-rate composer at all. 
Koussevitsky obt ined the maximum of genial, boisterous fun out of 
Walton's “Portsmouth Point” overture, and then went on to a 
superlatively magnificent performance of the Bax Second Symphony. 
Under his care, it aroused none of that doubt as tothe outstanding 
nobility of its conception. Tue Venusberg Music, which came 
immediately after the interval, was conducted to evoke the maximum 
of lusciousness and ecarnality, but Wagner's Bacchanatia are insipid 
and artificial. The Siegfried Idyll also had its full share of careful 
attention to detail, but it seemed far too long in its repetitive 
meanderings. 

Scriabin Well Played. 

Kathleen and Robert Collins, who with a third artist gave a 
very successful Chamber Music concert at Richmond last year, 
repeated the success on Thursday evening when at the Princes 
Hall they gave a programme of two sonatas and two groups of 
solos. Although they are brother and sister and should know 


each other's playing extremely well, they do not make a good 


combination, because of their rather different styles and 
methods of approach. Beethoven's gay and delightful Violin 
Sonata Op. 80 No. 8 calls for lighter treatment than Robert 
Collins can give it, and even Brahms’ Sonata Op. 108 can be 
over-laboured, as it was. 1 suspect that the violinist was the 
cause, for although he played the violin solos—two fantasias by 
Sjogren which might well have been dropped for more interesting 
and grateful pieces, and the Tartini-Kreisler variations on a Corelli 
Theme—well enough so far as technique goes, he lacked that 
additional little something which makes all the difference. But 


Kathleen Collins surprised and delighted with her performance in a 


Bach fugue, three Scriabin Preludes and a Schuman Novellette. Iam 
pig headed enough to believe, despite everybody, that Scriabin is u 
great composer, for those who understand him, and in the Preludes in 
particular Miss Collins revealed that she had a rare intuition of 
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Scriabin’s rather wayward genius. Technically she is as good as 
many who have achieved quite a name for themselves, and there 
was nothing to criticise in either the Fugue or the “ Novellette.”’ 
I imagine that she is not very sympathetic to Schumann—and that 
too, for me, is to her credit! With good artists in numbers already 
at a loose end, one hesitates to suggest that Miss Collins should 


not confine herself to Richmond; but R chmond's gain is others’ 
loss. 


Elgar's Chamber Music. 


A little late, if Elgar’s seventy-fifth birthday were in mind, yet 
none the less welcome was the concert of the composer's chamber 
music given at Wigmore Hall by Harriet Cohen and the Pro Arte 
Quartet, on Tuesday evening. The three works performed, a piano 
sonata, a quartet and a quintet of consecutive opus numbers (82 to 84) 
exhibited a phase of Elgar's development which was in st: ong contrast 
to his stronger and better-built orchestral works. and one can well 

see that none of the three is ever like ly to be gener: lly popul; ir orto 
become a regular itemin the Chamber music repertoire. They all give 
the impression of being subjective and highly personal experiments 
with a strong intellectual approach. The performances throughout 
the evening were all that one would expect from such a combination 
although an added word of praise must be said for the work of 
Harriet Cohen and A. Onnou, the leader of the Pro Arte Quartet, 
in the pianoforte so ata. Onnou left no doubt that he is primarily 
a quartet player only from choice, and that he is, when necessary. a 
first-rate soloist. 110.8. 


“One Thing Thou Lackest . * 


A player possessing the qualities that Franz Wagner displayed 
in his recital at the Wigmore Hall last week should be able to 
impart a little more distinction to his work. His technique was 
beyond cavil, his tone superb and his approach was satisfactors 
yet a distinctive personality was lacking. If Mr. Waen 
cultivate that, his future as a musician 
Schumann suffered least from the fault and “ Kinderscenen 
was quite charming. Some of the Schubert also lent itself to 
the particular style, notably the “Impromptu in G Major” and 
S indchen.’

T * E is an interesting fable told by a 
medieval Jewish writer which seems 


to me to be a very apt commentary 

on present-day happenings, so 1 
propose to recount it to you. 

COMPLAINTS TO THE KING. 

The Lion was the king of all the animals and 
he exacted faithful allegiance and obedience 
from them all. One day adeputation came to 
him to complain of the chief noble, the Wolf. 
He had been playing havoc among them, 
robbing and slaughtering at will. Every mem- 
ber of the deputation had had some victim of 
the Wolf's greed and blood-lust. The king 
called the Wolf before him and told him that 
he must mend his ways. 

“ Henceforth,” he said, vou must be con- 
tent for meat, with dead bodies that you find 
in the forest. But, as punishment for your 
crimes, I forbid you to taste any meat for two 
years.”

DAYS AND NIGHTS. | 

A few days later the Wolf felt very hungry 
and he espied a Lamb crossing a field and he 
thought what a fine meal the Lamb would 
make. It was tender and good to eat and the 
Wolf stole behind the Lamb thinking hard. 

How is it possible,” he said to himself, to 
obey the king’s command not to kill any living 
thing? He has told me not to eat any meat 
for two years and I swore to obey. I must 
keep my oath. Seven hundred and thirty days 
and nights! It is a long time. But what is 
day and what is night? When I shut my eyes 
it is night, and when I open my eyes it is day.“ 
So he closed his eyes and opened them again, 
and he reckoned that a day had passed. 

Two YEARS. 

Rapidly he shut his eyes and opened them 
again, keeping count all the time. Then he 
said: The two years have passed.“ Like a 
flash he fell upon the Lamband killedand ate it. 

The moral is, says the writer, that he who 
is accustomed to rob and, slay will not be 
deterred by any oath he has taken. 

Applying the fable, those who have been 
brought up on anti-Semitism will not be 
deterred by any moral considerations, or the 
welfare of their country, or the opprobrium of 
their fellows, from attacking the defenceless 
Jews. The Wolf will remain a Wolf.

It is difficult to find comfort when there is 
so much around us to sadden and dishearten 
us. But I recall something that happened to 
me once when I was on holiday. We were 
down in a valley and we became surrounded 
by a thick mist. The whole landscape was 
blotted out and we were chilled to the bone. 
We then took a road that led up a mountain. 
side. As we climbed, the mists became thinner 
and thinner ; and soon we emerged into gor- 
geous sunshine. Below us the clouds rolled 
in feathery wisps. But above us were the blue 
sky and the warm sun. Our hearts were up- 
lifted and we felt cheerful again. May this 
not be a token to us in these dark days? “I

For with his charity he conquers their 
hearts and draws out their love.” Here we 
have, thank God, few enemies; but Jewish 
benevolence has done more than anything to 
make them few. Let us. Young Israelites, 
keep up that tradition. Before the summer is 
out may we rejoice at the completion of this 
task we have set ourselves.
